Authorities said she died of massive 


brain damage after being struck three 
times on the head with a railroad tie.

charge of robbing a 74-year-old Deca- 
Lur woman. Police said his trial has 
been delayed until it is determined 
whether Wittmer is mentally fit to 
stand trial. 


Wittmer confessed five weeks ago

"sometimes hazy, sometimes specific 
details," of the slaying Ronald Dozier, 
McLean County states atorney said. 


"After five weeks of questioning 


mixed with tests on his mental condi- 
tion, I am reasonably convinced he's 
the one who killed Miss Rofstad," 
Dozier said. "As far as I'm con- 
cerned, his confessions are valid." 


The filing of the murder charge was 


delayed because of psychiatric tests, 


authorities said.

tmer's confession indicate he tried to 
steal Miss Rofstad's purse 


"Wittmer has repeatedly said he is a

Shelter Care Home in nearby Bloom- 
ington "who was free to come and go 
as he pleased." 


Last April when Wittmer allegedly 


robbed the elderly woman he was a 
voluntarily committed patient at the 
time in Adolf Meyer Zone Center in 
Decatur. "He supposedly just strolled 
away both times," Dozier said.

letter was sent to Nazi headquarters 
indicating the permit request violated 
a code of the Skokie ordinance which 
"prohibits demonstrations

Fingerprint 
clue in death 
of socialite 


DULUTH, Minn. (UPI) - A blurred 


fingerprint on a candlestick appeared 
to be the only clue Tuesday in the 
slaymgs of a wealthy socialite and her 
nurse in a mansion once used for a 
"House of Horrors" movie. 


Elisabeth Congdon, 83, whose father 


built a financial empire in iron and 
copper mining, was found smothered 
and nurse Velma Pletila, 65, beaten to 
death with a brass candlestick Mon- 
day in the 39-room mansion "Glen 
Shene" cm the shore of Lake Superior. 


"We have a possible fingerprint 


from the candlestick," said Del. In- 
spector Ernest Grams. "Our big task 
now is to preserve the scene and ac- 
cumulate evidence. 


"NOW

We'll put them together later." 
Grams said the motive appeared to be 
robbery. 


The Minnesota Bureau of Criminal 


Apprehension was searching for evi- 
dence in Mrs. Pietila's car, which was 
found Monday in the parking lot at 
the Minneapolis-St. Paul International 
Airport. 


"We speculate that the killer drove 


to the airport to catch a plane or to 
lead us to believe he caught a plane," 
Grams said. 


Seven years ago Hollywood turned 


the spacious Congdon home on a 
fenced 30-acre estate into a "House of 
Horrors" to shoot the movie "You'll 
Like My Mother," starring Patty 
Duke. 


A NUBSE FOUND the real life hor- 


ror in the mansion about 7 a m . Mon- 
day when she showed up to relieve 
Mrs. Pietila. Miss Congdon, last sur- 
vivor of Chester Congdon's six chil- 
dren, was paralyzed partially from a 
stroke several years ago and had 
nurses around the dock. 


Grams said the intruder broke in 


through a basement window. He said 
Mrs. Pietila, who apparently heard a 
noise and went to investigate, was 
beaten to death and left bleeding on a 
stairway landing. 


Grams said the killer then went to 


Miss Congdon's room, smothered her, 
possibly causing a heart attack and 
ransacked her room. Two blood- 
stained pillows were over her face. 


He speculated the killer probably 


got blood on his clothing in slaying the 
nurse and stained the pillow case

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Supreme Court rules Congress 
proper in handling Nixon tapes 


WASHINGTON (UPI1—The U.S. Su- 


preme Court ruled 7 to 2 Tuesday that 
Congress acted properly in treating 
Richard Nixon differently from other 
presidents 
and 
putting his White 


House tapes and papers under govern- 
ment control. 


The court majority upheld the con- 


stitutionality of tho 1974 law giving 
the government custody of 880 reels of 
White House tapes and 42 million 
documents 
from 
Nixon's adminis- 


tration and providing the materials be 
screened to determine which are pri- 
vate and which are public. 


It rejected Nixon's argument that 


«hen he w.is set apart by Congress 
from previous presidents — who were 
allowed to dispose of their papers as 
they wished — he in effect was pun- 
ished without a trial and without proof 
that he had done anything wrong. 


Announcing the historic decision 


from the bench. Justice William Brcn- 
oan declared Nixon was "a legitimate 


class of one" due to the circum- 
stances which made him the first 
president ever to resign. 


HE SAID WHEN Congress acted in 


1974 — a period of "political turbu- 
lence" — Nixon's tapes were in "im- 
minent danger" of being destroyed 
and his papers were not securely 
housed in a presidential library. 


The opinion said the law did not 


violate the sepatation of powers prin- 
ciple, unduly intrude on Nixon's priva- 
cy or significantly interfere with his 
First Amendment rights to freedom of 
association. It rejected Nixon's claim 
of presidential privilege, saying this 
applies to the office and not to the 
man. 


Nixon's lawyers are expected to ask 


the court within 25 days to reconsider, 
but the justices almost never grant 
such a request. 


The opinion did not cover the Wa- 


tergate tapes used in the coverup 


trials, since they are part of the'pub- 
lic domain. 


"The constitutional questions to be 


decided arc, of course, of considerable 
importance," Brennan wrot*. "They 
touch the relationship between two of 
the three coordinate branches of the 
federal government, the executive 
and legislative, and the relationship of 
appellant (Nixon) to his government. 


"THEY ARISE in a context unique 


in the history of the presidency and 
present issues that this court has had 


. no occasion heretofore to address." 


Justice John Paul Stevens noted in 


a separate concurring opinion that 
only Nixon resigned from office under 
unique circumstances and received a 
pardon for offenses committed while 
in office. 


"By doing so, he placed himself in a 


different class from all other presi- 
dents," Stevens said.

Nine indicted for prison 
ambush-slaying of inmate 


MOBILE, Ala. (UPI) — Mobile County Sheriff Tom 


Purvis and eight of his aides were indicted Tuesday by 
a federal grand Jury for allegedly allowing a convicted 
murderer to escape, then killing the escapee in an am- 
bush. 


The indictments, disclosed in Washington and Mobile, 


accuse the nine men of conspiring to violate the con- 
stitutional rights of the prisoner, Louis Wallace, who 
was killed by a shotgun blast on the night of Oct. 12, 
1976. 


"The sheriff of Mobile County, Ala., and eight of his 


deputies and jailers were indicted by a federal grand 
Jury today in the ambush-slaying of an escaping prison- 
er In a Jailbreak,1' a Justice Department spokesman in 
Washington explained. 


BUT ATTOBNEY Thomas Haas, who represents one 


of those indicted, Chief Deputy Charles Wimberly, dis- 
puted the Justice Department statement. 
• "I don't see how Chey (the Justice Department) could 
eall it an ambush when a convicted murderer knocks a 
hole In the wall and escapes," Haas said. 


Haas Is under indictment himself for allegedly, trying 


to Influence a cousin who served on the grand jury that 
returned the charges against Purvis and his aides. 
Haas has been arraigned and has pleaded not guilty to 
the charges. 


The grand jury investigation was prompted by pub- 


lished reports that Purvis and his aides had prior 
knowledge of the escape attempt, staked out the jail 
walls and gunned Wallace down when he emerged. 


WALLACE, A black, had been sentenced to life in 


prison for first-degree murder for the killing of a Pri- 
chard police detective's half-brother. 


Haas said he has been involved in the case for 


months and "I don't see any racial angle. The detec- 
tive's half-brother was black and the warden of our jail 
is black. Sheriff Purvis was elected to office with the 
support of the black leaders of our city." 


Haas said Daniel L.-Bell, an attorney with the Justice 


Department's Division of Civil Rights, has been in Mo- 
bile investigating the case. 


"He's taken in our best hotels, our beaches and our 


damsels," Haas said. "He's going to clean up our 
crooked little town." 


Charged along with Sheriff Purvis, Chief Deputy 


Wimberly were: Mobile County Jail Warden John C. 
McCorvey Jr., Lt. William L. Shirley Jr.; Sgts. James 
J. Manning, Harry L. Hutton Jr., and Harold E. Don- 
ald, and Deputies Cecil E. Byrd and James H. Stanford. 


A second indictment charged Deputy Thomas R. Ray 


with two counts of making false declarations to the 
grand jury. 


and Justice William Rehnquist. They 
said the 156-page majority opinion

molds fundamental principles of law 
to suit a particular situation. 


"To 'punish* one person, Congress 


— and not the court — tears into the 
fabric of our constitutional frame- 
work," Burger wrote. 


Rehnquist said the decision "poses 


a real threat to the ability of future 
Presidents to receive candid advice 
and to give candid instructions. This 
result . . . will daily stand as a ver- 
itable sword of Damocles over every 
succeeding President and his ad- 
visers." 


BRENNAN READ 'a part of the 


court's opinion from the bench, where 
all nine black-robed justices sat dis- 
playing no emotion. It was quiet al- 
though the chamber was crowded 
with tourists. 


Burger, seated to Brennan's left, 


rested his head on his hands at one 
point. 


This is the second blow delivered to 


Nixon by the court he did so much to 
mold by naming four of the present 
justices — the other two being Leiris 
Powell and Harry Blackmun, who 
voted against him Tuesday. 


In an action pivotal to later devel- 


opments that forced Nixon out of of- 
fice, the court ruled 8 to 0 in July 1974 
that he had to provide recorded White 
House conversations subpoenaed for 
the coverup trial of his former aides. 
The court will rule next year what 
commercial use can be made of those 
tapes. 


In the ruling Tuesday, Brennan 


wrote, "We ... are not blind to (Nix- 
on's) plea that we recognize the social 
and political realities of 1974." 
"It was a period of political turbu- 
lence1 unprecedented in our hisotry. 
But tills court is not free to invalidate 
acts of Congress based upon infer- 
ences that we may be asked to draw 
from our personalized reading of the 
contemporary scene or recent his- 
tory." 


The opinion said it was proper for 


Congress to single out Nixon in the 
law because -'only his materials de- 
manded immediate attention. The 
presidential papers of all former pres- 
idents from Hoover to Johnson were 
already housed in functioning presi- 
dential libraries."

House OKs full funds 
for bomber by 243-178 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — The House 


Ways and Means Committee Tuesday 
gave final approval to President Car- 
ter's crude oil tax, including rebates 
for home heating oil and exemption of 
homes and farms from a tax on gas 
such as propane. 


An effort by oil state members to 


rebate some of the tax to oil com- 
panies for exploration was defeated 20 
to 17. 


The committee's actions Tuesday 


would result in a rebate of about $22 
for each adult taxpayer in 1978 and 
would prevent a tax increase of about 
$80 per season for those who use home 
heating oil. 


THE S22 REBATE compares to $26 


in the committee's earlier tentative 
decisions because the breaks for home 
heating oil and propane subtracted 
about $500 million from the $4.2 billion 
available for rebates from the crude 
oil tax. 


The decision on home heating oil re- 


bates reversed an earlier committee 
decision and returned the bill to a 
form closer to what President Carter 
had requested. 


Under the bill, a tax would be 


placed on crude oil to raise its price 
to the world oil price level. The mon- 
ey collected then would be rebated to 
consumers in hopes the end effect 
\\ould be to discourage use of oil and 
to spend the money for non-energy- 
using purposes. 


No actual rebate checks would be 


mailed to any consumer. The overall 
rebate would be reflected in slightly 
lower paycheck withholding, while the 
home heating oil rebate would go to 
distributors who would be required to 
pass it along in reductions of 3 to 4 
cents a gallon in fuel charges. 


THE TAX ON propane and other 


natural gas liquids would simply not 
be collected if .it was to be used in 
homes or farms'., 


The House Commerce Committee, 


considering the nontax portion of the 
Carter energy package, spent Tues- 
day in a parliamentary tangle that 
angered proponents of a plan to re- 
move federal controls from natural 
gas prices. 


The committee's energy subcom- 


mittee Monday approved a bill in- 
cluding the deregulation plan, which 
Carter strongly opposes. 


Tuesday, 
manuevering involving 


Reps. John Dingell, D-Mich., and An- 
drew Maguire, D-N.J., left the deregu- 
lation advocates — led by Rep. Rob- 
ert Krueger, D-Tex. — having to 
scramble to get their plan considered 
in full committee. 


Krueger called it "absolutely one of 


the unfairest examples of parlia- 
mentary procedure" he had seen. 


With tempers running high, the 


committee quit for the day with plans 
to consider the deregulation proposal 
again Wednesday. 


Todd's remains are found; 
case still mystifies police 


The remains of movie mogul Mi- 


chael Todd were recovered in a west 
suburban cemetery Tuesday, but it is 
only the beginning of police Det. Mi- 
chael Thompson's most challenging 
case. 


Tue 29-year-old Forest Park in- 


vestigator is the only full-time police- 
man assigned to determine responsi- 
bility for the weekend Todd body 
snatching and what tho motives were. 


After 2'/2 days, two hours of sleep, a 


lot of coffee and many press confer- 
ences, Thompson went home Tuesday 
night to his wife and child. 


BUT THOMPSON is back on the job 


today, checking the dental work found 
on Todd's remains" to ensure they 
mateh the dental records kept by 
Todd's former dentist now in New 
York. 


Todd's remains, still wrapped in the 


rubber bag his body was placed in 19 
years ago, were found about 130 feet 
south of the burial site in Jewish 
Waldheim Cemetery in Forest Park. 


Todd had been killed in an airplane 


crash in New Mexico in 1958. 


"We're convinced that the remains 


belong to Todd because we found a 
seat belt in the (rubber) bag," 
Thompson said. "Since Todd was 
scooped up from an airplane crash, 
the presence of the seat belt indicates 
to Uj it's Todd." 


Police discovered the remains after 


receiving a tip from private in- 
vestigator Anthony Pellicano of West- 
Chester, who said he was given infor- 
mation from a third party concerning 
the grave robbing. 


PEL1ICANO SAID Tuesday he be- 


lieves the motive for the grave rob- 
bing was a $100,000, 10-caral diamond 
ring allegedly buried with Todd in 
1958. 


But Thompson said Michael Todd 


Jr. and Todd's former wife Elizabeth 
Taylor both told him Monday they 
knew nothing about a diamond ring. 


"The only person who is saying 


there was a ring is Mr. Todd's broth- 
er, Frank, who lives on Michigan Ave- 
nue in Chicago," Thompson said. The 
ring theory of Pellicano "is the 
strongest motive we have to go on 
now," Thompson added. 


The police will continue to keep in 


contact with Pellicano for further in- 
formation from his source. Thompson 
believes the grave robbing was not an 
unpremeditated act. 


"There are too many coincidences in 


this case. Todd's birthday was June 
22. His grave site was visited by Miss 
Taylor June 17. On June 24, his grave 
is broken into. I think there may be 
more to this than meets the eye," 
Thompson said. 


THE FOREST PARK police are 


seeking at least two persons and 
maybe more for the crime, because 
detectives say il takes at least two 
persons to move some of the heavy 
gravestones 


"I've got a big job ahead of me," 


Thompson said. 


If police manage to catch the re- 


sponsible party, charges will be min-. 
imal. 


"All they can be charged with is 


p e t t y misdemeanors," 
Thompson 


said. "We can charge them with crim- 
inal damage to property, and criminal 
trespass. At best, (if convicted), they 
could get one year in prison and a 
$500 fine."

Kane closes up. 
Cook bets are on 


Race track betting messenger services were doing business as 


usual Tuesday in Cook County but in at least one other city they 
were closing and handing back bets. Gov. James R. Thompson 
signed legislation Monday outlawing the services. But Cook County 
Circuit Court Judge John F. Hechlnger granted a temporary re- 
straining order which permits a large group o£ the services to stay 
in operation while they test the law in court. Hechlnger's order, 
issued In a suit brought by 10 betting messenger services, prohi- 
bits authorities from enforcing the law until at least July 6, when a 
hearing will be held on the plaintiffs' complaint. 


In Kano County, however, Assistant State's Attorney Don Hud- 


son said his staff has researched the question, examined Hech- 
lnger's order and determined it does not apply outside Cook Coun- 
ty. He then ordered Kane County betting services closed by 3 p.m. 
There are at least four messenger services in Kane County. Tim 
Dorsey, president of Mercury Messenger, which owns two of them, 
said his services would comply and close but might later seek 
their own injunction. He said his services would refund to custom- 
ers money placed as bets on Tuesday's races. 


Three confess to bid rigging 


Three construction companies Tuesday pleaded guilty to charges 


they rigged bids on a 1974 runway project at O'Hare International 
Airport. The pleas were part of a highly complicated negotiated 
settlement involving bid rigging on three separate O'Hare and 
Stevenson Expressway contracts worth more than $50 million. 
Twelve firms and some of their executives were charged in the 
schemes. 


The firms which admitted guilt Tuesday were Arcole Midwest 


Corp., Allied Asphalt Paving Co. and Robert R. Anderson Co. 
Each pleaded guilty to one count of mail fraud and one count of 
bid rigging. Others who already have pleaded guilty in the case 
are Thomas J. Bowler, owner and president of Brighton Building 
and Maintenance Co., and George B. Krug St., secretary and 
major stockholder of Krug Excavating Co. They, their firms and 
two affiliates entered pleas June 20. Tuesday's arrangement also 
set recommended maximum fines and called for the firms' cooper- 
ation in further prosecution. 


Illinois briefs 


Blacks' numbers 
game lobby fails 


An intense last-minute plea by blacks was not enough Tuesday 


to save a proposal to legalize policy or numbers games. A dozen 
black legislators from both the House and Senate and Chicago and 
East St. Louis urged passage of H41 wliich would legalize policy, 
played chiefly in black areas and popular because bets usually are 
nickels or dimes. The appeal, following a statement Monday by 
Gov. James R. Thompson that he would not sign a bill legalizing 
policy was not enough to sway the Illinois Senate which rejected 
H41, 29-24, on a test vote. Technically, the bill is still alive and 
could be revived this session but its chances for passage are slim. 


The Senate nlso voted down, again on a test vote, H192 to make 


raffles legal. Other legislative action: 


• The Senate sent Thompson, on a vote of 45-5, H1697 requiring 


gas stations to include tax in their posted roadside prices. 


• The Senate passed HG89, 33-23, which is the general state aid 


to education bill. It left the Senate with $35 million more than 
Thompson recommended and GOP leaders predicted the bill will 
wind up in a joint House-Senate conference committee where dif- 
ferences between the two chambers are worked out. The House 
added only $10 million. Another school funding bill for special 
education Is pending. 


• The House sent Thompson bills prohibiting utilities from 


charging extra for solar energy units the next five years and 
curbing the real estate rental-finding industry by requiring regis- 
tration and modified licensing. 


• Approved 157-0 in the House and sent to Thompson was H936 


to reduce from misdemeanors to petty offenses certain violations 
of highway laws such as jaywalking and speeding. Sponsors said 
persons rarely if ever go to jail for traffic offenses and said petty 
penalties of up to $500 would be more realistic. 


'Malpractice suit risk in Laetrile' 


A bill to legalize Laetrile in Illinois 


may not protect doctors who pre- 
scribe the substance from malprac- 
tice suits, the president of the Illinois 
State Medical Assn., Dr. George T. 
Wllkins, said Tuesday. 


Although the bill supposedly waives 


liability for doctors who prescribe 
Laetrile for terminally ill cancer 
patients, Dr. Wilkins said it is "a mat- 
ter of concern" whether the legisla- 
ture can eliminate the malpractice 
suit risk. 


"Can you waive liability by law? 


Only a court will decide that, but it's 
very bothersome to me," Wilkins, a 
Granite City physician, said. •

Bill denying abortion aid 
approved by Senate 44-11

SPRIN'GFIELD-Illinois Senate Re- 


publicans Tuesday overcame opposi- 
tion of Chicago Democrats and inde- 
pendent Democrats, who switched 
sides, and passed a bill to extend pol- 
ling place hours to 7 p.m. 


The legislation, which was initiated 


in the Illinois House by State Rep. Ro- 
ger Stanley, R-Strenmwood, was ap- 
proved by a 30-22 vole. 


Passage of the bill, wliich was op- 


posed by Chicago Democrats, ap- 
peared doubtful earlier in the clay 
when State Sen. Vince Demuzio, 
D-Carllnville, the sponsor of Stanley's 
bill, said h'e did not believe there were 
enough votes to pass the measure. 


Opposition stemmed from the un- 


spoken belief that the extension of pol- 
ling place hours would give commu- 
ters in the predominantly Republican 
suburbs a better opportunity to cast 
ballots. 


However, Demuzio's reluctance was 


sidestepped 
by State Sen. Mark 


Rhoads, R-Western Springs, who in- 
troduced an amendment to another 
election low revision to include the 7 
p.m. provision. Rhoads had sponsored 
& similar, but unsuccessful, bill ear- 
lier. 


Demiuio said he believed lie wns 


"betrayed" by the move and voted 
against the legislation. 


Several other Senate Democrats, 


normally known as the Crazy Eight, 
voted against the bill because they be- 
lieved colleagues elected in marginal

prescribe a drug that is not on a list 
of approved prescriptions must first 


get permission from either the chief 
of the medical staff or the hospital 
president, said Bruce Fisher, Alexian 
Brothers vice president. 


Because Leatrile has not been ap- 


proved by the Food and Drug Admin- 
istration or the hospital, physicians 
who want to use it would have to se- 
cure special permission, he said- 


Similar procedures are followed, at 


other hospitals. 


LAETRILE, WHICH IS made from 


tiie extract of apricot pits, can be im- 
ported from Mexico by terminally ill 
cancer patients under a federal dis- 
trict court order issued in Oklahoma. 
The Laetrile first must be shipped to 
the state's food and drug adminis- 
tration, which then decides whether to 


permit the patient to use the sub- 
stance. 


Even this relatively cumbersome le- 


gal process may end if an appeal by 
the FDA overturns the Oklahoma 
court ruling. 


Burton Chotiner, vice president of 


Northwest Community Hospital, said 
Laetrile could not be used in the hos- 
pital unless it is first made legal in 
the state and then approved by the 
hospital's pharmacy and therapeutic 
committee. 


"If it's not an approved, that is a 


"legal" drug, it cannot be used in the 
institution. If we can obtain it legally 
and if the committee approves its use, 
it will be available to patients and 
doctors who want it," he said. 


Baldino pressured in gas tax vote 


Pressure is mounting on D. Daniel 


B a l d i n o , the suburban Regional 
Transportation Authority board mem- 
ber who said he will vote with city 
members to approve a gas tax today 
if the agency will provide increased 
suburban service. 


A group of 27 Democratic and Re- 


publican state representatives is cam- 
paigning to get Baldino to change his 
mind. The lawmakers say they have 
been bombarded with calls since Fri- 
day when Baldino said he would vote 
for the tax. 


Baldino could provide the crucial 


sixth vote needed to break the two- 
year stalemate over the 5 per cent 
tax, but approval is not expected at 
today's RTA meeting. Two Chicago 
members will be out of town, leaving 
the board short the needed votes to 
take action. 


STATE REP. VIRGINIA Macdon- 


ald, R-Arlington Heights, said she has 
been unable to contact Baldino. "I 
have not talked to him, but I did send 
him a mailgram," she said. 


Others lawmakers signed a brie# 


statement aimed at Baldino. They 
said they opposed the gas tax even 


though failure to raise new revenue 
for the agency would mean a major 
service cutback. 


RTA board members today are ex- 


pected to hammer out a compromise 
with Baldino over expanded service 
for suburban areas. Baldino has de- 
manded a new service program, a 
fairer share of RTA funds for the sub- 
urbs and a more equitable allocation 
of bond money. 


Absence of two board members, 


however, wiE leave the board unable 
to act. Patrick O'Malley will be in Los 
Angeles giving a legal deposition. Al- 
though O'Malley resigned from the 
board in frustration Friday, he said 
he will continue to sit on the board 
until Chicago Mayor Michael Bilandic 
appoints his successor. 


O'MALLEY SAID HE will be able 


to meet with the RTA board Thurs- 
day. He said Tuesday he was unaware 
when he resigned that Baldino was 
planning to change his vote on the gas 
tax. 


"If I'd known he was, I would -'t 


have said what I said," he said about 
his resignation. 


James Kemp, a Chicago labor lead- 


er, is the key in resolving the gas tax 
issue. He is spending the week in St. 
Louis at a convention of the National 
Assn. for the Advancement of Colored 
People. It is not known whether he 
will fly in from the convention to cast 
his vote for the gas tax. 


State law requires passage of an 


RTA budget befire July 1. Without a 
gas tax, the RTA is estimated to be 
short about $55 million and would 
have to adopt an austerity budget that 
would cut service and increase fares 
throughout the region. 


SUBURBAN AREAS are strongly 


opposed to the gas tax because they 
would pay about 66 per cent of the 
tax. Chicago residents, less dependant 


on driving, would be less affected.

Ray Ewell, D-Chicago, said he 
introduced the measure to all the 
state to get back legal fees paid for 
selection contests. 


H O W E V E R THE amendment,

A 
tentative 
contract 
settlement 


granting teachers an 8 per cent merit 
pay raise for 1977-78 has been reached 
in Prospect Heights Dist. 23. 


The tentative pact also outlines 


guidelines for a revised teacher sala- 
ry plan that in 1978-79 would combine 
provisions for merit pay with a stan- 
dard salary schedule. 


The district's teachers and board of 


education will not vote on the contract 
until early September, but spokesmen 
for both sides said they are confident 
the contract will be ratified. Bargain- 
ing talks began in April and ended 
Friday. 


THE AGREEMENT RAISES start- 


ing teacher salaries to $10,000, $500 
more than beginning teachers re- 
ceived in 1976-77. Beginning teachers 
with master's degrees will start at 
$10,700. 


The settlement is comparable to re- 


cent contract agreements in neighbor- 
ing districts. Beginning teachers in 
Arlington Heights Dist- 25 will start in 
September at $9,950 and teachers in 


Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 will 
start at $10,325. 


The Dist. 23 contract also provides 


an 8 per cent merit pay increase for 
the district's 81 teachers who were 
evaluated this year. The board has of- 
fered $80,000 to be divided among the 
teachers. 


Procedures for instituting a revised 


teacher salary plan, which combines 
provisions for merit pay with a stan- 
dard salary schedule, must be ratified 
as part of the contract settlement. 


Dist. 23 is the only Northwest subur- 


ban school district that has its teach- 
ers strictly on o merit pay system. 
Teacher union demands to change this 
system last year stalled contract 
talks. 


THE MODIFIED MERIT pay plan, 


drafted in March by a committee of 
teachers, administrators and board 
members, is a compromise aimed at 
satisfying both the teachers union, 
w h i c h wants the merit system 
dropped in favor of a standard salary 
schedule, and the board, which wants 


the merit system maintained. 


"It may be a little bit of a chore, 


but we'll get it accepted," Ken Bates, 
spokesman for the teachers union, 
said. "It's the best we could come up 
with being the board didn't -want to 
get off merit totally." 


The modified pay plan at least 


should ensure that teachers who don't 
make the grade for a merit increase 
get an adequate raise anyway, he 
said. 


The revised salary plan provides a 


single comprehensive pay system for 
all teachers, with an annually nego- 
tiated' increment given teachers for 
each additional year of experience. 
Raises in the base salary for starting 
teachers are to be passed on to all 
teachers. 


Teachers would receive a flat in- 


crease to their base salary for addi- 
tional hours of graduate course work. 


AN 
ADDITIONAL 
AMOUNT -of 


money would be provided by the 
board for teachers who have per- 
formed at a "meritorious level." All 


merit pay raises are to be cumula- 
tive. 


"It's going to accomplish what the 


board wants to accomplish in that 
good teachers will be rewarded ex- 
tra," Board Pres. Melvin Lace said. 


Specific dollar amounts to be at- 


tached to the revised pay plan will be 
negotiated beginning in February, 
Bates said. 


Despite the early tentative contract 


settlement, Dist- 23 teachers will oper- 
ate without a contract from July 31 
until early September when the 1977- 
78 contract comes up for a vote. The 
board suspended the old contract in 
order to "rewrite it in more readable 
form," a move that spurred teachers 
to picket the administration building 
earlier this month. 


"We're not happy the contract was 


canceled, but -we have a gentleman's 
agreement with the board that our 
contractual rights will be maintained 
in the interim," Bates said. "The is- 
sues have pretty well been solved to 
the satisfaction of both sides."

Plans to convert the Rob Roy Golf

McDonald family, the owners of the 
property, said

course Is an attempt to preserve part 
of the 180-acre site as open space. 


The McDonalds have applied to 


Cook Cook County for rezoning of the 
land from single-family to multi-fami- 
Jy. Details on the proposed number of 
units per acre were not available. 


They also have applied for a special- 
use permit thot will enable the devel- 
oper to keep the nine-hole golf course 
on the site. 


THE COOK COUNTY Zoning Board 


of Appeals last fall turned down a 
plan by Centex Homes of Illinois Inc. 
to build a 551-home subdivision on the 
27-hole golf course at the northeast 
corner of Euclid Avenue and Wheeling 
Road. Residents have strongly, ob- 
jected to plans to develop the land, 
saying it should be maintained as 
open space. 


Schaln said planners are "working 


feverishly" to come up with a plan 


acceptable to the board and residents. 


He said that because a higher-den- 


sity development is more profitable 
for a developer, planning a subdivi- 
sion with a golf course is "hard and 
complicated to do." 


"We're trying to maintain as much 


open space as we can and still make 
it economical," Schain said. 


SCHAIN SAID planners will contact 


officials of Prospect Heights, Mount 
Prospect and neighboring park dis- 
tricts to seek their opinions on the 
new proposal. 


Several public taxing bodies, such 


as Wheeling Township, the River 


Trails Park District and the City of 
Prospect Heights have shown an in- 
terest in attaining the golf course to 
preserve it as open space. The land 
was valued at $7 million by Schain. 


Terry Mongoven of the Rob Roy 


Preservation Steering Committee said 
his reaction to the new plan "is not 
good." 


"I wouldn't like to see that devel- 


oped in any way as a residential 
area," Mongoven said. "I think it 
should remain as recreational space." 


AT THE URGING of the steering 


committee, Wheeling Township is fi- 


nancing a $3,500 study of the recrea- 
tional and leisure needs of the town- 
ship with the idea that those needs 
could be provided by maintaining Rob 
Roy as a recreational area. 


Mongoven said he had hoped the 


McDonalds would not make another 
attempt to develop the land until the 
results of that study are in.

til mid-August or September. Mong- 
overn said he anticipates completion 
of the steering committee's study of 
Rob Roy about the same time.

She said the doctors threatened to 
turn the bills over to a collection 
agency and she feared her hus- 
band would lose his job if his em- 
ployer knew.

Between 500 and 600 Americans will die in traffic accidents 


during the Fourth of July holiday weekend, the National Safety 
Council estimated Tuesday. Another 23,000 to 28,000 persons will 
suffer disabling injuries in holiday wrecks during the hours be- 
tween 6 p.m. Friday, July 1, and midnight Monday, July 4, the 
Council said. Last year's bicentennial Fourth of July celebration 
saw 523 highway deaths and 24,500 disabling injuries. During a 
normal, nonholiday summer weekend, an average of 405 persons 
die in traffic accidents, the NSC said. 


Soviets watched Tolh since '74 


Robert Toth, the American reporter interrogated for two days by 


tho Soviet KGB, said Tuesday the most chilling aspect of his ar- 
rest was learning he and his family had been watched since their 
arrival in Russia in 1974. Although he offered the KGB only his 
entry date into the country, Toth said one of the statements writ- 
ten after his interrogation included information on a visit made to 
relatives in the Soviet Union soon after their arrival. "The most 
chilling part . . . was that they hed apparently been watching me 
for a period of time," Toth said at a news conference sponsored by 
the National Conference on Soviet Jewry. 


Toth, tlie Moscow correspondent for the Los Angeles Times, was 


picked up June 11 for receiving allegedly "secret" material in a 
paper on parapsychology, which he described as "a bit of a joke in 
itself." Tha real reason, he said, was his friendship with Anatoly 
Schchanuisky, one of the most celebrated Jewish "refused-niks" 
who are trying lo leave the Soviet Union. 


Lawyers claim nurses innocent 


Attorneys for two Filipino nurses accused of poisoning hospital 


patients said Tuesday government incompetence may have wiped 
out any chance to solve the two-year-old mystery. In closing argu- 
ments at the U.S. District court trial of Filipina Narciso, 31, and 
Leonora Perez, 32, the lawyers said the nurses were innocent 
victims in a desperate investigation. "This is a tragedy in search 
of a scapegoat," attorney Thomas O'Brien said. "The mystery 
may never be solved at the Veterans Administration Hospital." 
O'Brien and Edward Stein spent more than four hours attacking 
government attorneys and FBI agents during their summation of 
the long, complex case that goes to the jury today. They accused 
prosecutors and agents of withholding evidence from the jury and 
intimidating or otherwise coaxing witnesses to change statements 
to conform to the government's theories in the case.

Queen reviews once mighty fleet 


Queen Eli/abeth reviewed the once mighty but now diminished 


British fleet Tuesday cheered by a crowd of nearly one million on 
shore and the "hooray" of thousands of sailors lined smartly on 
decks. It was the first time since her coronation the Queen had 
reviewed the fleet and it marked the last spectacular event of her 
Sliver Jubilee celebration. The review also stirred bitter memories 
for some who compared the small fleet the Queen sailed past 
Tuesday to the times when Britannia ruled the waves. 


When the Queen last reviewed the fleet in 1953, her admirals 


could choose from more than 800 vessels of a navy second iff the 
world only to the United States. This time they had to draw on 
nearly everything they could float to assemble 100 warships while 
NATO allies and industry provided 70 more ships.

South African police Tuesday sprayed clouds of stinging gas lo 


rout gangs of black youths chasing pupils out of classrooms and 
moved in wilh dogs lo break up two other groups of black students 


- planning to march through white areas of Pretoria. Police sprayed 


crowds of blacks with n mixture of gas and powder which clings to 
tho skin and acts as an Irritant. Police said the blacks had been 
hurling stones at school buildings, chasing students attending 
classes out of tho buildings and also had overturned a beer truck 
and set it on fire. 


'Just right' 
condition led 
to cell iire 


COLUMBIA, Tenn. (UPI) - 
Offi- 


cials said Tuesday others had tried, 
but never succeeded, in setting afire 
the padded cell that spewed lethal 
smoke through a Tennessee jail Sun- 
day killing 42 persons. 


"Probably if we attempted to set 


that cell on fire 100 times, 99 times it 
would not burn but in this particular 
situation it did," said State Fire Mar- 
shal Gene Hartsook. 


The blaze, its thick, black smoke 


containing deadly cyanide and carbon 
monoxide fumes, was set by Andrew 
Zinmer, a 16-year-old runway from a 
h o m e for emotionally 
disturbed 


youths in Dousman, Wis. He was res- 
cued from the fire and is in serious 
condition at Vanderbilt Hospital in 
Nashville. 


Hartsook said only Zinmer knows 


how he got the cell fire started. "Oth- 
ers have tried to set the cell on fire 
and did not succeed. At least twice we 
know about. He just happened to have 
all the circumstances just right," the 
fire marshal said. 


SERVICES FOR MANY of the dead 


in this town's worst disaster began 
Tuesday and were to continue through 
the rest of the week. 


Hartsook said his department is 


continuing to investigate the Maury 
County Jail fire and has been joined 
by Dr. Merit Burkey, chief tox- 
icologist for the National Bureau of 
Standards, who is investigating jail 
fires around the country. 


"Everyone in the country is inter- 


ested in this because they are sitting 
on the same situation in their own 
areas," he said, adding that the plas- 
tic foam padding like that which cov- 
ered Zinmer's cell "is everywhere."

"Good Day Show," Young was asked: 
"Is Idi Amin a Hitler?" 


"I don't know," he said. "I do know 


there are conditions in that country 
which are extremely violent — where 
the talented black leadership has been 
either driven out or murdered en 
masse. 


"I know that Indians, because of 


their race and economic situation, 
were driven out of that country. And, 
that's very Hitler-like. Let's say you 
wouldn't be very far wrong if you said 
he was an African Hitler. 


"But," Young said, "when you're 


talking about Idi Amin, you're talking 
about maybe tens of thousands of 
people in an intensely tribal situation 
where it doesn't take one man to gen- 
erate all of the fear and hatred."

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia (UPI) — 


Ethiopia Tuesday began to airlift 
regular army reinforcements and the 
vanguard of its new peasant army, 
backed by U. S.-made F5 fighter- 
bombers, to join the 16-year-old war 
against Eritrean rebels. 


The regular troops were being air- 


lifted in civilian aircraft to Asmara, 
capital of beleaguered Eritrea prov- 
ince in the north, and the troubled 
Ogaden desert region in the southeast 
to fight another guerrilla movement 
there, the sources said.

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Space shuttle's success 
points to free flight next 


EDWARDS AFB. Calif. (UPI) - 


The space shuttle Enterprise Tuesday 
made a 63-mlnute manned captive 
flight, its second atop a 7'I7 jet, in a 
test so successful NASA officials said 
they may go straight to a free flight. 


A tliii'd captive flight, set for Fri- 


day, was cancelled, NASA spokesman 
Ralph Jackson said. 


Hs said the flight free of the mother 


ship still was set for around July 27, 
but it was not yet decided whether 
there would be another intermediate 
flight with the shuttle mounted to the 
jet. 


"We're going to do some work on 


the craft for its free flight," Jackson 
said- "It is work we had to do sooner 
or later, so we elected to do it now, 
keeping our schedule on time for the 
free flight. Wo may or may not have 
another captive flight." 


Jackson 
said 
during 
Tuesday's 


flight there was some leakage in the 
auxiliary power unit, a chemical gen- 
erator that provides hydraulic power 
for all the controls on the shuttle. 


Former astronaut and project direc- 


tor Deko Slayton said Tuesday's flight 
went very well and met all the test 
objectives. 


A key point of the Enterprise's test 


over the Mojave Desert Tuesday was a 


G.OOO-foat dive from an 
altitude of 


19,000 feet to test the craft's, aerody- 
namics, flutter, vibration and toler- 
ances. It descended at a speed of 
about 3,000 feet per minute. 


THE CAPTIVE FLIGHTS aboard 


the jet were the first steps before a 
free flight maneuver when it will be 
separated from the jet and glide to a 
landing on a dry lake bed. 


"The tests went so well il is ready 


to go free flight at this point," said 
Bob Green, of the Jet Propulsion Lab- 
oratory, which is aiding NASA in the 
flight 
tests. 
"All objectives were 


met." 


"We met all our test objectives and 


we are tentatively shooting for the 
third test Friday," said Slayton, man- 
ager of the approach and landing test 
for NASA. "However, we have several 
problems which have to be looked at 
before we can schedule it for Friday." 


He said there was some leakage 


from the auxiliary power unit "that 
we did not understand," but that the 
launch maneuvers went exactly as ex- 
pected. 


Astronauts Joe Engle and Dick Tru- 


ly, who were in the craft, said every- 
thing was very successful as far as 
they were concerned. 


House defeats pay boost; 
vote set on saving hike 


WASHINGTON (UPI) — Tlie House 


voted 
overwhelmingly 
Tuesday 
to 


give up an estimated $3,600 a year 
cost-oMlvlng pay raise in what some 
members said was a move to save 
their larger $12,900 salary boost that 
will come to a vote today. 


The House approved the Senate- 


passed bill 397 to 20 and sent it to the 
White House. 


It would deny members of Con- 


gress, the federal judiciary and exec- 
utive level federal officials, including 
Vice President Walter Mondale, but 
not President Carter, an estimated 6.3 
per cent pay boost Oct. 1. 


THE MEASURE approved Tuesday 


affects the annual cost-of-Jiving pay 
wliich Congress put itself under two 
years ago. 


Most rank and file federal employes 


have been receiving that annual in- 
crease since 1967 and will get the Oc- 
tober raise despite passage of the bill. 


"Some members feel that it would 


be politically obscene for Congress, in 
these times of economic stress, to get 
two pay raises In one year," said Rep. 
Stephen Solarz, D-N.Y., manager of 
the bill. 


"To take the March increase and 


then this Increase represents a kind of 
double dip." 


BUT, 
SOLARZ SAID, "don't get 


confused. The vote today is on wheth- 
er we want to take a pay raise. To- 
morrow we will be voting on rolling 
back our pay." 


"The liming represents a charade." 


said Rep. Charles Whalen, R-Ohio, 
who was barred under the procedure 
from offering 
an amendment that 


would say members of Congress vot- 
ing themselves a pay raise could not 
get it until the next Congress. 


"We're just putting up a smoke

Crane for rollback, 
Mikva opposes 


U.S. Rep. Philip M. Crane, H-12th, 


said he plans to support efforts today 
to roll back congressional salaries 
from tlie current $57,500 a year to 
?44,(jOO, the Jevel before a 29 per cent 
pay hike took effect March I. 


But U.S. Rep. Abner Mikva, D-lOth, 


said he will oppose the rollback. He 
termed the current salary level a 
"minimum" that is seen as fair by 
citizen lobbies and government ex- 
perts. 


Belli Crane and Mikva Tuesday 


voted to eliminate a cost-of-Hving pay 
raise. 


Crane said he would not approve 


pay raises for congressmen until the 
federal government can achieve a bal- 
anced budget. 


"THAT'S THE WAY it is in private 


industry. If your business is going 
bankrupt, you don't give everybody 
wlio works for you a big pay raise. If 
you have a good year, that's when you 
can afford to pass out raises," Crane 
said. 


Mikva predicted the rollback will 


not be enacted. He said the current 
salary level was recommended by a 
federal pay commission as a min- 
imum level of compensation. "Every 
four years tlie commission makes a 
recommendation to Congress as to 
what the pay should be and it's then 
up to the Congress to pass or veto the 
recommendation," Mikva said. 


"Most of the groups that have look- 


ed at the salaries, including Common 
Cause, agres they're a fair min- 
imum," he said. 


The question of congressional sala- 


ries will come in the form of appro- 
priations bill that includes $9.8 million 
to cover the March pay boost through 
Sept. 30,197B. 


if the appropriation is defeated it 


will have the effect of rolling back 
salaries to their earlier level.

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It's time to stop 
welfare cheats 


The stories have a distasteful 


sameness — people who don't 
need welfare are ripping off the 
system. 


Every few months new scan- 


dals surface. The most recent in- 
volves the federal indictments of 
93 public employes for welfare 
fraud by outgoing U S. Attorney 
Sam Skinner. 


Skinner has termed the rate of 


fraud so large that there is a 
"total breakdown1' in the ability 
of the government to cope with 
it. 


In addition, he says the fact 


that so many government em- 
ployes were willing to he to ob- 
tain welfare payments indicates 
"an astonishing lack of respect 
of government on the part of 
public employes." 


The investigation has clearly 


illuminated a major unsolved 
government problem. And it is a 
p r o b l e m that Gov. James 
Thompson and the Illinois Gen- 
eral Assembly must give high 
priority. 


THE 
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It is good politics for Thomp- 


son and the legislature to de- 
plore welfare fraud. Thompson 
lias already said that "crooks" 
working on public payrolls must 
be "booted out." 


However, in order for the pro- 


nouncements to become mean- 
ingful, the state must develop 
realistic plans for dealing with 
the fraud. It is not good enough 
that federal prosecutors can in- 
vestigate and halt some fraud. 
The state's welfare system must 
be set up to make fraud more 
difficult. 


There are no easy answers to 


the problem. Thompson has al- 
ready organized a state task 
force to study welfare fraud. 
Other studies have been made 
and recommendations presented 
in the past. 


What is clear is that time is 


running out for finding a way to 
make the welfare system more 
secure. People who legitimately 
need aid are among the victims 
of the present system. 


The 93 persons indicted in the 


most recent scandal collected 
nearly $1 million in illegal public 
aid benefits. That money, and 
the rest ol! the money funnclcd 
off in fraud, should have gone to 
people who genuinely need it. 


It is no longer enough for wel- 


fare officials to say they don't 
have the manpower needed to 
police the system properly. The 
public — and the public aid 
recipients — deserve better pro- 
tection. The costs of decent en- 
forcement must be less than the 
costs of the fraud now pervading 
the system.

Con- 
gressional doorman Fishbait Miller 
once asked her to remove her hat. 
Bella quietly advised Mr. Miller to do 
something impossible. 


WATCHING HER speak - on al- 


most any subject — is like observing 
a gentle woman work herself into a 
fury. She is competent, but she is al- 


ways on the attack. If Beame has 
holes in his political socks, it is too 
late to have them mended. 


She grew up on the West Side of 1 


New York, a place of freight yards, 
freakish poets and decaying apart- 
ments with 18-foot ceilings. In her se- 
nior year at Hunter College, she ran 
for class president and walked away 
with the office. She studied English, 
Yiddish, Hebrew, and married a man 
who had money. 


They have two grown, daughters. 


The girls wish that mother would not 
run for mayor — for health reasons. 
Health? What health? Momma Abzug 
says she has no health problem ex- 
cept weight. And that one is attribut- 
ed to "nervous eating." 


SHE THINKS SHE can save the Big 


Apple. Is anyone prepared to stand 
up and tell Bella she can't? "People 
are depressed in this city," she says, 
"and I can give them hope." Her hope 
is full employment, decent housing, 
child care centers.

cost 
money. New York 


doesn't have it. What New York has 
left is a corner on the market of 
thought control. It is the headquarters 
of book publishing, network news ser- 
vices, the Associated Press, United 
Press International, and Ihe pontifical 
New York Times. 


When she was in Congress, some 


statE members said Bella Abzug was 
callous. It has been said — never 
proved — that when someone phoned 
in sick, Bella roared, "I don't give a 
damn. As long as I'm paying your 
salary, get in here." It's a harsh 
judgment, as harsh as the New York 


Post calling her a "campus pink" at 
college. 


SHE WEEPS WHEN she hears 


these allegations. This makes Bella 
appear to be sentimental about her- 
self. And yet she has a strong constit- 
uency running along the Hudson River 
from Greenwich Village to Harlem. 
These consist of great numbers of 
women, blacks, Jews, Puerto Ricans, 
and college voters. 


She is1 confident. She grew up at her 


father's shop, aptly named "The Live 
and Let Live Butcher Shop." She is 
not fond of Ralph Nader. His group 
announced that, in Congress, Abzug's 
support of any bill would cost it 20 to 
30 votes. 


Today, she has weight to toss and 


she's tossing it at Abe Beame. When 
she announced that she would run for 
mayor, the pundits chuckled. They 
aren't laughing any more. Beame 
hasn't smiled since he saw her big hat 
in the ring.

Congressmen still sizing up Carter

WASHINGTON (UPI) - President 


Carter is meeting more frequently 
with congressional groups than did ci- 
ther of his two predecessors, both of 
whom, unlike Carter, were alumni of 
the "club" before moving to the While 
Ilou&e. 


These sessions have produced inter- 


esting reactions. 


"II reminds me more and more o[ 


Nixon," according to Senate Republi- 
can leader Howard Baker. 


"IT'S LIKE A social gathering," ac- 


cording to Speaker Thomas O'Neill, 
describing those meetings when Re- 
publicans are also present. 


When they are limited to Democrats 


only, said O'Neill, "It's like the fami- 
ly sitting around the kitchen table.'' 


Carter meets each Tuesday with the 


Democratic congressional leadership. 
Bipartisan sessions are much less 
frequent and do not follow a schedule. 
The President also invites entire com- 
mittees to talk about specific legisla- 
tion, such as energy. He also blocks 
out time for individual members. 


Both Richard Nixon and Gerald 


Ford did much the same, but mucli 
less often. 


"THESE THINGS have turned into 


long dissertations by the President. It 
reminds me of the Nixon days when 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman 
would 


stride into the room, lay out a bunch 
of charts and graphs and lecture at 
length with little chance for questions 
and answers," said Baker. 


The partisan - Democrats only — 


meetings are apparently something 
else. 


C a r t e r will occasionally have 


O'Neill and Senate Democratic leader 
Robert Byrd into the oval office alone 
for an hour, sometimes before and 
sometimes after meeting with 
the 


overall Democratic leadership. 


The oval office sessions, with the 


Iwo old pros from "The Hill" talking 
with this newcomer to the Capital 
who conducted an 
anti-Washington 


campaign last year, are said to be the 
most productive of all. They must be, 
because information of what tran- 
spires is the hardest to come by. 


CARTER, REPORTEDLY, has the 


closest political affinity with O'Neill, 
only 12 years his senior in age, but 
with a quarter of a century of Wash- 
ington experience compared to the 
Georgian's half-year. 


O'Neill, a cigar-chomping, big bear 


of a man, has been seen with an arm 
draped 
around 
Carter's 
shoulder, 


leading the President into an oval of- 
fice session like a father leading a son 
into a facts of life talk. 


Some White House aides reportedly 


are offended by O'Neill's conduct, the 
off-handed, informal approach he uses 
to the President of the United States. 
Carter is said tcrhave no opinion one 
way or the other but has confided that 
he considers O'Neill his single most 
important ally in Congress. 


O'Neill fiercely defends, in public at 


least, Carter's programs and leads 
the way in the House to preserve and 
advance them. Byrd, however, publi- 
cly chastised Carter to "cool it" when 
the President threatened his fellow 
Democrats with vetoes if the hold-the- 
line-on-spending policy was not follow- 
ed. 


HOUSE REPUBLICAN leader John 


Rhodes sees cannibalism ahead bd- 
tween congressional Democrats and 
their first President in eight years. 


Baker said "thera is a serious prob- 


lem which is fundamental" between 
the Democrats. "There are some 
branches of the Democratic Party 
that have not yet accepted Carter as 
President and will never accept him."

Carter of a year ago remembered

Just a year ago, candidate Jimmy 


Carter appeared before a group of re- 
porters during breakfast. Today the 
chief memory of reporters who at- 
tended is that even before the Demo- 
cratic National Convention had nomi- 
nated 
him, 
Carter 
already 
was 


"sounding" like a president. 


"I don't feel ill at ease at the pros- 


pect of being president," he said then 
to the 35 reporters assembled around 
the breakfast table. "I don't feel any 
fear." 


He told them he wanted "to get off 


to a running start" when he took over 
the government — and he mentioned 
his commitment to moving fast on tax 
reform, a comprehensive health pro- 
gram, welfare reform, and needed 
changes In the social-security struc- 
ture. 


AT THE TIME, he obviously did not 


envision the economic problems that 
would cause him to go slow on some 
of these programs, although the Pres- 
ident certainly has moved forward 
with a rush of important initiatives on 
a wide range of subjects. 


Reporters 
remember 
Carter 
as 


being relaxed, quiet, composed, un- 
flurried, not being pushed Into hurried 
answers, yet answering fully, occa- 
sionally saying he simply didn't know 
the answer. 


One reporter sized up Carter this 


way: "He showed he had himself well 
under control." 


At one point, someone asked if he 


would put an end to "personal presi- 
dential diplomacy" on the foreign-af- 
fairs front. 


"No." 
he said. 


THEN HE WENT on to say that he 


very well might go to a summit meet- 
Ing with the Soviets. "Since I am so 
unknown to world leaders," he said, 
"it would be helpful If they knew 
me." 


A Carter-Brezhnev summit appar- 


ently was being planned earlier, ten- 
tatively, for sometime this fall. The 
status of that plan is not known today. 


There were several questions about 


Carter and how he felt his religion re- 
lated to being president. 


HE SAID HE FELT he had no spe- 


cial pipeline to the Diety that would 
give him specific answers to prob- 
lems. But when asked whether his 
close religious tie should be "an is- 
sue" in the election, he answered, "It 
seems to be of interest." 


Someone asked why many liberals 


were unhappy with his candidacy. He 
said, simply, "They were backing an- 
other candidate." But then he went on 
to say that he felt he had "good rap- 
port" with the liberals "on civil and 
social rights." 


Here he smiled and said: "It's hard 


for me to understand why people 
don't support me." 


This quip evoked a little laughter, 


but not much. Carter previously had 
appeared before this group five times 
over the years, the first time right af- 
ter he became governor of Georgia. 
Whlta reporters had always found him 
quite Intelligent and well informed, 
they had never discerned much hu- 
mor or wit in the man. Neither did 
they on this day. 


BUT NOW, AS President, Carter 


has shown himself to be a very witty- 
person, some say the most capable 
with "one-Iinera" to enter the White 
House, and this includes the very wit- 
ty President Kennedy. Obviously, this 
side of Carter had been there 
all 


along, but seldom had surfaced. 


Carter was asked about his anti- 


Washington campaign and replied: 
"I've never been against Washington. 
I've simply been for changes in Wash- 
ington." Here he repeated his cam- 
paign pledge to "clean up the bureau- 
cratic mess" here.

in jail, but they will do little to relieve 
social injustice. 


The lawmakers and the governor 


gave more money for prisons and 
tougher penalties for the lawbreakers, 
but there was no money for a 5 per 
cent cost of living increase for public 
aid recipients. 


The $2 billion public aid budget is 


big money and even diverting that 
$400,000 to $2.2 million spent on legis- 
lative resolutions would not solve the 
public aid money problems.

President Carter's original state- 


ment of his energy plan was silent on 
city transit services.' This lapse has 
been discussed in pained tones by the 
transit operations and more loudly by 
the transit advocates in Congress. The 
facts appear to be that the President 
was right in his evaluation, at least 
for the next few years. 


Greater use of transit instead of 


autos 
would 
unquestionably 
save 


some fuel. But it would save a signifi- 
cant amount only if people were will- 
ing to use the existing services with 
minor changes, rather than insisting 
on extensive improvement — in- 
creased service frequencies and more 
extensive 
coverage of 
residential 


areas, for instance. Such improve- 
ments increase transit fuel con- 
sumption, thus reducing net energy 
savings. 


The heart of the problem is that 


transit is so little used on the average 
in the United States. Even "if this use 
were doubled, transit would account 
for only 8 per cent or at the most 10 
per cent of-all trips by powered ve- 
hicles in urban areas. 


EXPERTS ESTIMATE that to get 


this 100 per cent increase in transit 
use without new special taxes or regu- 
lations limiting auto operation would 
require double the number of transit 
vehicles now in service and more than 
double the number of daily vehicle 
miles traveled. Yet an optimistic re- 
duction of only 5 or 6 per cent in the 
number of auto trips would be offset 
by 'the fuel used for additional bus- 
miles and rail-car-miles traveled by 
the improved transit system. 


Unfortunately there is little assur- 


ance people would use an improved 
public transport service even if pro- 
vided. President Carter's plan does 
not include regulatory limitations on 


the use of autos in cities. He, has not 
proposed auto-use taxes that would re- 
duce the miles of car trips made as 
long as people in substantial numbers 
continue to buy lighter cars with 
smaller engines. 


A YEAR OR TWO ago it appeared 


that the local air-quality-improvement 
plans required by the Environmental 
Protection Agency would reduce the 
miles driven by motorists in cities 
and larger suburbs. The means of re- 
stricting auto use under these plans 
was most often parking taxes in areas 
with air pollution "hot spots" and in 
some cases tolls. However, the initial 
round of court decisions has favored 
the auto-user groups opposed to park- 
ing taxes, and a congressional com- 
mittee just inserted language in a bill 
which would prevent New York City 
from collecting tolls on free bridges 
between Manhattan and the Boroughs 
of Bronx and Queens. 


So it now looks as if it will be the 


1980s before EPA-inspired plans can 
help reduce auto use and conserve 
fuel. 


The facts are that when Americans 


have a choice in urban transportation, 
high-quality service is given priority 
over price and probably over cleaner 
air. The United States continues to 
have a free market in urban trans- 
portation except for the minority who 
don't have access to private cars and 
must use public transportation for all 
or most of their trips. These people, 
who are a small part of present tran- 
sit ridership, have serious problems 
but they are increasingly occupying 
the attention of federal agencies and 
of some states where there is a shift- 
ing away from sole attention on home- 
to-worfc commuters. 


PEOPLE WITH CHOICES, how- 


ever, place a high value on what the 
auto provides — a flexibly routed, 


user-scheduled, door-to-door service 
with a wide choice of routes and 
stops. 


There has been much public promo- 


tion of car and van pooling arrange- 
ments by federal and state agencies 
working for energy conservation or 
improved urban transportation during 
the last four years. But there has 
been little response in the majority of 
localities. 


If parking is freft or of nominal cost, 


the out-of-pocket expenses for the one- 
or two-person auto trip to work is 
close to or less than transit fares in 
most cities and the service is better. 
As long as people are willing to ac- 
cept less auto performance and small- 
er over-all auto size in order to get 
more miles per gallon, they can con- 
tinue to drive about as much as in the 
past. Most new drivers just coming of 
age will be able to participate in mo- 
toring at 
nearly 
current 
levels. 


Shrinking car size and power can off- 
set increased fuel prices and moder- 
ately reduced fuel supplies. 


Hence except where transit service 


is conveniently located on both ends 
and the quality is acceptable, Ameri- 
cans will continue to use cars for their 
urban journeys. The costs of driving 
would have to increase at a rate of 10 
to 15 per cent more than the over-all 
cost of living in order to shift impor- 
tant numbers of car users to public 
transportation. 


President Carter's lack of emphasis 


on transit is thus a pragmatic policy 
for the next few years. The important 
leverage on fuel savings, as the Presi- 
dent correctly recognizes, is in 'mak- 
ing the ubiquitous car more energy- 
efficient. This is what the "gas guz- 
zler" tax and the gasoline tax would 
do.

A trip into

a leg bone 


The victim's bones have been found. 


Now investigators are looking for its 
killer/ . 


The victim, unearthed last week in 


a DuPage County forest preserve, is 
thought to be a mastodon, an extinct, 
elephant-like 
animal 
about 
10,000 


years old. 


Anthropologists are hoping to dis- 


cover that the beast's killer was man, 
which could also prove that ancient 
humans roamed this area as much as 
11,000 years ago: 


THE. CLUE scientists need to find is 


any sort of tool that man might have 
used to butcher the mastodon. They 
also hope to find the animal's lower 
jaw, which would help them deter- 
mine its exact age. 


So far, the largest find has been a 


leg bone measuring four feet in length 
and weighing about 60 pounds. 


Since their discovery last week, the 


bones have been kept in wet burlap . 
bags. Forest preserve officials have 
frequently removed these bags to dis- 
play the bones to awed suburbanites. 


Forest preserve officials also have 


enlisted the help of anthropologists 
and archeologists from Northern Illi- 
nois University. The experts will 
spend the next year drying and 
analyzing the bones so they can be 
rebuilt into a permanent display. 


A long drying period is essential be- 


cause the bones have spent more than 
10,000 years packed in mud at the Roy

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Child neglect: real but hidden problem

A suburban policeman found a 2-year-old wandering around on a 


residential street and returned the child to her mother with a stern 
warning to watch the little girl more carefully. The mother could 
have been charged with child neglect. 


In Chicago this spring the parents of a toddler went away for a 


day leaving their little one with their young son, who shot the baby 
while playing with a loaded gun. They were charged with child 
neglect. 


A young suburban mother debated calling authorities because 


her neighbors turned their three children outside to fend for them- 
selves while they worked full time. The youngsters were getting 
into trouble and pestering everyone for food and attention. 


BY LAW, A NEGLECTED child is one whose parents fail to 


provide proper clothing, food, shelter, remedial education or medi- 
cal care, as in the case of the three youngsters whose parents 
worked all day. A neglected child may be abandoned by parents or 
guardians, as was the Chicago toddler shot by her little brother. 
Neglect may be "subjecting a child to an environment injurious 
to the child's welfare" — such as not supervising a 2-year-old who 
wanders into the street. 


Generally, something is done in cases where neglect is severe, 


said Archie Edelhart, Illinois Children and Family Services. In 


M976 more than 2,500 cases of neglect and malnutrition were re- 


ported to CFS. 


"Child abuse is an act of infliction — sexual, physical or mental 


— and neglect is an act of omission," said Edelhart. "The major- 
ity of our cases (about 40 per cent, as indicated In 1976 statistics) 
are now neglect. And there's a lot more out there that we don't 
know about." 


It's those unreported cases that trouble psychiatrists and child 


therapists. They attribute a wide range of social ills — such as 
drug abuse, unwed teenage pregnancy and vandalism — to child 
neglect. 


"And runaways, there are constant runaways," said Jane Gale, 


R.N., an adolescent therapist at Forest Hospital in Des Plaines. 
"These children want attention, and they'll get it in a negative 
way if they can't get it any other way." 


IN MOST CASES, a child doesn't show physical signs of neglect, 


says Arlington Heights pediatrician Keith McCloskey, who special- 
izes in behavior and learning disorders. In extreme cases a child 
experiences Maternal Deprivation Syndrome, a failure to thrive 
resulting in stunted growth. 


"In these cases the environment has influenced changes in the 


body chemistry so the child looks like a hypopituitary dwarf. After 
a few days in the hospital the child's chemistry is back to nor- 
mal." 


Dr. McCloskey said not every 
emotionally and physically 


neglected child suffers Maternal Deprivation Syndrome, and that 
research is being conducted to determine why some are more 
susceptible than others. 


"But there are other physical signs of neglect we see," he said. 


"The child may be hurting himself or may be hurt by brothers or 
sisters because no one is watching. Burns, cuts, bruises — they 
can be results of parental neglect." 


THE GREATEST HARM to the neglected child, however, is 


social, said Dr McCloskey. And Dr. Jacob Moscovic, an Arlington 
Heights psychiatrist and chief of psychiatry at Northwest Commu- 
nity Hospital agrees. 


"Some parents take very good care of their children physically. 


They keep them neat, well-fed. But they are unable to give affec- 
tion and a feeling of security. They, themselves, have their own 


unmet needs. And if they don't have, they don't give — it's'as 
simple as that," he said. 


He continued: "For example, mothers who are divorced can be 


so overwhelmed with their own problems that they don't know 
what to do first. They have no choice but to neglect their children. 
They are involved with their job, boyfriends and maintaining rela- 
tionships with them, or lonesomeness and depression. How can 
they give to their children? It's difficult to give children emotional 
fitness when you yourself are so deprived." 


Mrs. Gale, at Forest Hospital, says much of such "subtle ne- 


glect" exists in the Northwest suburbs. 


"MANY PARENTS seem to think that the right food, nice 


clothes and a nice big home and birthday parties will accomplish 
their duties as parents But these things don't — not without the 
insight that each child is individual and has different needs." 


Because of their individuality, not all children respond to neglect 


in the same manner "It depends on the child's stamina as to how 
he or she is affected," said Dr. Moscovic. "Children are born with 
different resources and capacities for coping with their world. 
Some are very good at handling stress, but some are unable to 
cope with it." 


In her best-seller book "Dibs in Search of Self" (Ballantine 


Books, 1964), psychoanalyst Virginia M. Axline tells the true story 
of an emotionally neglected child whose anti-social behavior at the 
age of six indicated mental retardation, despite his IQ of 168. His 
younger sister, though in the same home environment, was consid- 
ered normal. The book is often used as a text in psychology 
courses. 


"WE HAVE TO ADMIT a difference in children's genetic struc- 


ture," said Dr. Moscovic. "But good parents should have the abili- 
ty to adjust to these different personalities." 


The Illinois Abused and Neglected Child Reporting Act, which 


became effective July 1, 1975, requires that physicians, as well as 
others in contact with children, report any cases of abuse or neg- 
lect with which they come in contact. But in reality, that is rarely 
done, said Drs. McCIosky and Moscovic. 


"I could give you 50 examples of parental neglect right now — 


mostly involving marital problems — where the child or children 
were left alone for long periods of time. And there's abuse — a lot 
of child abuse out here in the suburbs — that doctors just don't 
report or want to verify. In the inner city, more is reported, but 
out here? No. Many doctors just don't want to spend the time in 
court, I guess." 


"There is the subtle neglect — not caring for children in what 


we consider their best interests," said Dr. Moscovic. "But there is 
also overt neglect, which, when it gets bad enough, is really abuse. 
And sometimes those cases are referred to Children and Family 
Services." 


THOUGH ONLY THE most severe neglect cases are reported, 


the American Humane Association reported last July that about 
one-half of the child protective cases which got into Illinois court 
failed to result in a finding of neglect. 


"It's hard to prove that a child is neglected, that something is 


missing which should be there," explained one Chicago lawyer. 
"And even neglected children would rather be left with their par- 
ents than be left with nobody." 


So the majority of neglected children, regardless of the severity 


of their deprivation, remain in an environment where their needs 
are unmet, said Dr. Moscovic. "And then we see more rebellion, 
more anger, and more teenage problems," he said. 


"Sometimes the child is doing all kinds of crazy things. By his 


behavior, he is saying 'love me or hate me — but don't ignore 
me!'"

Pity the poor peanut. 
It has been politicized, plasticlzed, 


and profaned — and all because the 
President has a penchant for the pe- 
duncled plants. 


Peduncled, 
for 
the 
uninitiated, 


means "bearing flowers," which the 
peanut plant surely does. But it is 
also bearing the brunt of an onslaught 
of commercialism matched perhaps 
only by the ubiquitous "happy faces" 
that besieged the country a few years 
back. 


NOWHERE IS THE peanut profit- 


eering more pronounced than here in 
Jimmy Carter's home state. Called 
"Jimmy things" by Miss Lillian, some 
of the peanut products preffered in 
these parts might even cause a hard- 
shell Republican to crack a smile. 


Here, in a nutshell, so to speak, is a 


sampling of the peanut paraphernalia 
tourists are gobbling up. 


At the posh Peachtree Center Plaza 


Hotel, roasted-ln-the-shell peanuts sell 
for $2 99 apiece. 


These are "Pet Peanuts," which 


come In their very own cardboard 
houses with tiny American flags on 
top, An enclosed postcard allows the 


purchaser to register the pet's name 
at the drug store In Plains, Georgia. 
THE REGISTRY is already filling up, 
and it could prove invaluable some- 
day to a researcher trying to establish 
a pet peanut's pedigree. There are ru- 
mors in these parts of one proud own- 
er who is writing a novel on his pet's 
lineage, tracing it back to the China 
of 2,COO years ago. He is reportedly 
running into copyright problems with 
the book's title, tentatively called 
"Roots " 


The Peachtree Center Plaza also 


carries peanut-shaped necklaces, ear- 
rings, and tie pins or placards (pro- 
claiming "I'm nuts about Jimmy") 
similar to items carried at several 
other spots here. 


But a much wider array of nutty 


souvenirs can be found at the Inter- 
national Bazaar, a collection of small 
stalls and boutiques in the Omni In- 
ternational 
office-hotel-sports 
com- 


plex, 


THIS MULTIFACETED structure 


hugs the edge of downtown Atlanta, 
yet here one can purchase either poc- 
ket knives or souvenir spoons labeled 
"Carter Country, Plains, Georgia," for 
53, Or the same amount of money 
will get you a Billy Carter mug. 


Now, it is one thing to sell Plains 


souvenirs in Atlanta. But everyone 
knows Billy Carter avoids the bustle 
of Atlanta whenever possible, 
and 


even Plains has become so populated 
with tourists he has moved about 20 
miles away. To make matters worse, 
this Georgia gimcrack was manufac- 
tured in Warren, Pennsylvania! 


OH WELL, so much for authenticity. 


How about peanut-shaped soap in a 
plastic apothecary 
jar 
for 
$3.50? 


There is a foot-tall peanut bank for 
$3 95; a $24.95 watch with a smiling 
peanut on its face and the inscription 
"From Peanuts to President" (mar- 
keted, appropriately enough, by the 
Goober Time Company); a peanut 
whistle for $1.25; peanut necklaces 
(with or without a smile) for $4.50; 
and matching earrings for the same 
amount. 


You can tote all this away in a pea- 


nut-shaped shopping bag that sells for 
$15. But paying for it with the "Pea- 
nut Money" sold at one boutique here 
would not be a wise investment. Five 
of the copper coins stamped "E Plu- 
ribus Peanut" sell for $12. 


Say, isn't this getting out of the 


spirit of down-home rusticity that 
Plains supposedly symbolizes? How 


a b o u t a simpler, back-to-the-soil 
souvenir — a seed peanut that is 
guaranteed to grow into a peanut 
plant? But the price — $1,29 at At- 
lanto's Hartsfield International Airport 
— will guarantee a paucity of peanut 
plantation proprietors. 


How long will the once-lowly legume 


be in the spotlight of American pop 
culture? Will the peanut be nothing 
more than a flash-m-the-parching-pan 
of the American consciousness? Or 
will it prove more enduring — as en- 
d u r i n g , say, as the characters 
spawned in a certain Charles Schulz 
comic strip that made "Peanuts" a 
household word long before Jimmy 
Carter ever pressed the palm of a 
single voter? 


THERE IS NO clear answer, but one 


little item on sale at the International 
Bazaar yields a strong clue. For $9 
the buyer can take home a ceramic 
c o v e r e d dish with a 
ceramic 


"Snoopy" snoozing contentedly on its 
hd. 


But the dish is not, as one would 


expect, in the shape of a doghouse. 
You guessed it — the 1977 Snoopy 
sleeps atop a big brown peanut.

Hay fever requires 


constant attention 


I wish you could tell me what to do about my nose. About this 


time each year I develop hay fever. My nose runs so much I can't 
kcpp m>'sclf In Kleenex. My eyes water constantly, and I sneeze 
all day long. 


My nose Is red, and with my watery eyes I am a sight to behold. 


I use Chlor-Trlmetron but as soon as I stop taking It the sneezing 
and runny nose Is right back and I don't like to take medicine. 


Is this condition Inherited? My mother bad the same problem. 


She had trouble in the fall with ragweed but mine seems to occur 
In June and July when I'd really like to be out enjoying myself like 
oilier people. Should I have shots for this? Just what do the shots 
do? 


Some days I think I'll move to Alaska or any place just to get 


away /rom this runny nose. 


Moving may not help you. If you have trouble in June and July 


it is most likely caused by grass and grass is everywhere. The 
usual causes of such an allergy are trees — many of them — in 
the spring, grass in the summer, and ragweed In the fall. In 
addition a person may be allergic to house dust, animal dander 
and a frequently overlooked source, the spores of fungus. The 
latter may be In the air conditioner or areas that are not well 
ventilated. 


To give you a better idea of hay fever and the different causes of 


Jt I am sending you The Health Letter 7-4, Hay Fever (Allergic 
Rhinitis). Others who want this Information can send 50 cents with 
a long, stamped, self-addressed envelope for it to P.O. Box 1551, 
Radio City Station, New York, N.Y. 10019. 


Yes, tho allergy is inherited. A parent may have hay fever and 


the child may have hoy fever, asthma or hives. The basic gene 
defect is to form an immune antibody in the body that is slightly 
different from those normally formed (IgE). It attaches to the 
cells and then reacts with the offending allergic substance. 


In your case the IgE is attached to cells in your nose and when 


the reaction occurs your cells release histamine. The hlstamine 
from you own body is what causes the symptoms. That is why 
antlhistnminlcs, such as Chlor-Trlmeton are useful in treating hay 
fever and other allergic problems. But to get the best results you 
need to take the antihistamlnic before the offending agent comes 
in contact with your cells. That means you need to take the Chlor- 
Trimeton around the clock whether you have symptoms or not. 
Sometimes you do better with a change in antihistamlnics. 


If a person has hives or asthma the IgE antibody is attached to 


different cells but the basic reaction to the offending agent is the 
same. 


Desensltization shots are used to stimulate the body to form 


other types of antibodies and eventually eliminate the reaction of 
IgE antibody with the offending agent. A very small dose is used 
and gradually increased. The treatment takes a long time and 
needs to be started well before the season. In your case you should 
have started treatment at least in January to avoid the problem in 
June. They ara helpful In some people. The best treatment of all, 
though, Is recognizing what the offending agent is and avoiding it, 
more on that in The Health Letter I am sending you.

Human factor a critical 
one in highway safety 


You've stashed the last suitcase In 


the car trunk the kids have momen- 
tarily stopped squabbling In the back 
seat and you and your husband have 
tentatively agreed on the best spot to 
pick up Interstate 3 — your summer 
vacation Is about to begin. 


But before you pull out of your 


driveway, Metropolitan Life Insur-

If you must drive, make an 
extra effort to stay alert and cautious.

Take breaks ev- 
ery couple of hours and stop driving 
for the day as soon as you feel you're 
getting drowsy. 


Be especially careful, says Metro- 


politan, If you're taking medication of 
any sort. If you've taken a particular 
medicine that you know interferes 
with your driving ability, don't drive.

medication 
you 


haven't used before, wait until you 
know how it affects you before you try 
to drive. And one more caution: ad- 
ding alcohol to medication impairs 
driving skill more than either sub- 
stance alone. 


THE DRINKING DRIVER Is the 


major single traffic accident problem. 
Alcoholic beverages have been found 
to be a factor in about half of all fatal 
motor vehicle crashes. 


How much must you drink to be a 


menace on the'road? Only you can 
honestly answer that question. Chem- 
ical tests can measure the alcohol in 
your 
bloodstream 
and 
determine 


whether or not you are legally sober. 
But only you know if, after a drink or 
two, you are fully in control. If you've 
been drinking, don't rely on a cup of 
coffee to sober you up before you 
start to drive. Only time can do that. 
So wait until you are sure that the 
effects of the alcohol have worn off. 
Remember, 
cautions Metropolitan, 


you don't have to be drunk to be not- 
quite-sober. 


Physical and emotional problems 


unrelated to alcohol can contribute to 
motor vehicle accidents too. Follow 
your doctor's advice. Unless he or she 
can help you control disabling symp- 
toms that interfere with driving, un- 
less you can follow the prescribed 
regimen successfully, and until you 
establish that this works over a rea- 
sonable period of time, let someone 
else do the driving.

Genealogist aids 
search for roots 


by JEANNE LESEM 


People who used to be determined 


to find a peer or a king or a queen 
in their ancestry seem pleosed these 
days to find shady characters in- 
stead, says Harold Brooks-Baker. 


He bases Ws theory on the contents 


of 3,000 letters that the English office 
of the Debrett Ancestry Service re- 
ceived during its first three months. 
The office opened Feb. 7 in the cath- 
edral town of Winchester to do gen- 
ealogical research in Great Britain. 
About 40 per cent of the letters were 
from the United States and Canada, 
Brooks-Baker said, mostly the 
U.S. 


Broks-Baker, a native of Washing- 


ton, D.C., was in New York to open 
the first American branch of the 
service. He hopes to have branches in 
all 50 states and the Canadian prov- 
inces in the next few years. 


THE DESIRE TO trace one's rots 


knows no geography, no age, no class 
or educational barriers in the U.S. 
and Canada, Brooks-Baker said in an 
interview at New York City's ances- 
tor-conscious Knickerbocker club. 


"We have letters from teenagers 


and people 90 years old. 


"I think people are looking for a di- 


rect link with the past." 


If they have an ancestor who did 


something interesting, he added, in a 
way that is much more glamorous 
than finding titled forebears. 


"It is very clear that people don't 


care what they find, as long as they 
find it. They seem pleased to find an 
illegitimate ancestor. 


"Letters from children often 
are 


very touching," he added. 


PROFESSIONAL genealogists ob- 


viously cannot work free, but Brooks- 
Baker said Debrett did accept one 
case recently from a 13-year-old girl 
in Ohio who said she could hot pay. 
Her parents had been killed in an auto 
accident when she was 8, and she 
lives with a friend of her family. 


"We have taken her back four gen- 


erations so far," he said. Four gener- 
ations of the family have lived in the 
U.S. since emigrating from Scotland, 
he said. 


Brooks-Baker said a lot o£ U.S. 


requests 
are 
from 
amateur gen- 


ealogists who get stuck. Their cases 


are easy to handle because the 
writers know exactly what they want. 


He said the average American case 


also is easy to handle because the 
writer has already documented his 
American ancestors and wants the 
service to trace those abroad. 


"BUT MANY (persons in the U.S.) 


want Debrett to search for their 
A m e r i c a n ancestors," he added. 
That's why the company has opened a 
U.S. 
office, at 1675 York Ave., New 


York, N.Y. 10028. It is run by Debrett 
agent Francis J. Sypher, who said the 
parent company is setting up an inter- 
n a t i o n a l organization to follow 
through for clients who want to trace 
their ancestors beyond Britain. 


After tracing American ancestors, 


Sypher will send the dossiers abroad 
for additional searching, if clients 
wish. 


Genealogical research 
is pay-as- 


you-go. Brooks-Baker said this is nec- 
essary because time and expenses 
vary widely from case trf'case. 


THE SERVICE suggests an initial 


figure of 100 pounds sterling, or about 
$175 U.S., to each client to cover a 
phase of research. 


In one case, Brooks-Baker cited, 


that amount took the searcher back 
nine generations in one family be- 
cause the paternal grandfather had 
come from a farm family that lived in 
one district in England for 300 years. 


But an identical fee covered only 


three generations of the 
paternal 


grandmother's family. Among other 
complications, her father was a Scots- 
man who worked in the London 
branch who worked in the London 
branch of a Scottish company, and 
whose birth records had been de- 
stroyed in a fire. 


The ancestry service itself is look- 


ing for someone. 


"We intend to do a book on Ameri- 


can Indian genealogy, and we're look- 
ing for an American Indian with 
enough information 
to 
collaborate 


wir Sir Ian Moncrief," Brooks-Baker 
said. 


Sir Ian, a Scotsman who is an au- 


thority on American Indians, will also 
write a book on Scottish clans, identi- 
fying clan leaders in North America 
and Australia as well as Scotland.

"All That Glitters" is not gold for Norman Lear. 
The comedy wizard is canceling the half-hour, 


role-reversal spoof, that follows "Mary Hartman, 
Mary Hartman" weekdays at 10 30 p.m. on WFLD- 
TV. Channel 32. 


The show, which premiered April 15, was de- 


scribed as an experiment with sex roles However, 
"All That Glitters" lacked the acting and writing 
brilliance that have made Lear creations like "All in 
the Family," "Maude" and "What's Happening" 
successful 


POOR RATINGS have hastened the program's 


early demise and It will be seen for the final time 
July 15 after a 13-week run. "All That Glitters" did 
better In Chicago than in other major television mar- 
kets, drawing rune per cent of the audience in May. 


Lear may be losing quite a lot of his glitter just 


now. After nearly two years, "Mary Hartman, Mary 
Hartman" is coming to an end Friday because of 
dwindling ratings and a sadly sagging story line. 
Avid fans will see Mary reappear Friday after being 
absent the last ten episodes of the show. 


The Channel 32 spot at 10 p m will be filled, begin- 


ning Monday, with "Fernwood Tonight," Lear's lat- 
est bit of madness It will be a spoof on late night 
talk shows hosted by Earth Gimble (Martin Mull), 
assisted by an Ed McMahon-like sidekick and a Doc 
Severlnsen-type band leader. 


"Fernwood Tonight," a summer replacement, will 


be replaced by "Fernwood U.S.A.", a new regular 
series, In the fall. That show will use much of the 
cast from "Mary Hartman," excluding its leading 
lady, Louise Lasser. 


Arledge names Westin 


It was no surprise Tuesday when Roone Arledge, 


chief of ABC network news and sports, announced 
the appointment of Av Westm as the executive pro- 
ducer of the evening news and vice president of ABC 
news. 


Westin seems worthy to sit at the right hand of 


Arledge In his efforts to build a staff of his own and 
redesign the network's news operations 


WESTIN IS PRIMARILY responsible for tlie only 


major honors ABC news has ever earned. He pro- 
duced the nightly newscast, with anchormen Harry 
Roasoner and Howard K. Smith, at a time when ABC 
news had higher ratings and prestige. Westm also 
headed the network's original "closeup" documenta- 
ry news unit 


Westin, just on the basis of his past performance, 


will provide exemplary leadership m the aiea of 
journalistic content for ABC. He has long been battl- 
ing former ABC news president William Sheehan for 
the spot he has finally received. The two of them 
have widely divergent styles and approaches to the 
news. 


Frederick S. Pierce, president of ABC television, 


and Arledge were talking with Westin on March 
about what culminated in Tuesday's announcement. 


The appointment earlier this week, of Washington 


Post television editor Sander Vanocur to head an 
ABC news Investigative unit and Westin's appoint- 
ment Tuesday signal Arledge's determination to 
build a powerful news team that will make impor- 
tant changes in the ABC news operation.

Suit filed to stop 
cigar firm merger 


The Justice Dept. filed suit Tuesday to block a merger of two of 


the nation's largest cigar makers. Atty. Gen. Griffin Bell said in 
Washington the department had filed a civil suit with the U.S. 
District Court in New York seeking to block the proposed acquisi- 
tion of Havatampa Corp. of Tampa, Fla., by Culbro Corp. of New 
York City. . 


The suit said the planned transaction would violate Section 7 of 


the Clayton Act by eliminating competition in the manufacture and 
sale of cigars and by foreclosing other manufacturers of cigars 
from selling their products through the wholesale distribution 
houses owned by Havatampa. John H. Shenesfield, acting assistant 
attorney general in charge of the antitrust division, said Culbro 
Corp. and Havatampa Corp. are the second and sixth largest U.S. 
manufacturers of cigars with market shares of about 18 per cent 
and 3.5 per cent respectively. 


Oil drilling lax shelter ended 
~ 


Operatoi's of a $76-miliion oil drilling tax shelter, whose in- 


vestors included professional athletes Larry Csonka and Brooks 
Robinson, have agreed to stop allegedly fraudulent activities, the 
Securities and Exchange Commission said Tuesday. The SEC said 
the case was settled in the U.S. District Court for New York City 
Tuesday when Petrofunds Inc. of Houston and 18 other defendants 
consented to fraud charges without admitting or denying guilt. 
Judge Edward Weinfeld signed the order of permanent injunction, 
the SEC said. The agency saad Texas State Judge Edward Coul- 
son, a defendant and an officer of two companies accused of com- 
plicity, agreed earlier to a separate settlement. The SEC charges 
13 months ago that Petrofunds, the Houston National Bank, MacR- 
ae Oil Corp , James A. McRae and 16 other defendants including 
Coulson, skimmed millions of dollars off earnings that should have 
gone to investors. It also alleged that through improper accounting 
procedures, investors were given income tax deductions to which 
they may not have been entitled. 


General Foods admits to layoffs 


The nation's largest coffee producer Tsesday said it had laid off 


some workers at its four roasting plants because of declining cof- 
fee sales in the United States. The French government announced 
a freeze on commee prices to guarantee that the recent drop in 
green coffee prices on world markets would be passed along to 
consumers. In White Plains, N.Y., a spokesman for General Foods 
Corp. said, "We have had some layoffs at each of our four roast- 
ing plants because of the changing coffee situation." Industry ob- 
servers estimate consumer resistance to record high coffee prices 
on U.S. supermarket shelves has reduced coffee sales by more 
than 20 per cent over the past several months. The General Foods 
spokesman did not disclose when the layoffs had taken place or 
how many workers weie affected, The No. 1 domestic roaster has 
plants in Jacksonville, Fla., Hoboken, N.J., Houston, Tex. and San 
Leandro, Calif. 


Avis supports sale of shares 
Directors of Avis Inc. threw their support behind a takeover of 


the rent-a-car company by Norton Simon Inc. Tuesday, recom- 
mending stockholders accept an offer of $22 a share in cash for 
their stock. The Avis board said it expected Norton Simon to make 
its formal tender offer Wednesday. But the stock purchase is not 
expected to be completed until after the record date for a 10 cent a 
share quarterly dividend declared Tuesday, giving shareholders 
one last payout from Avis. Norton Simon Monday completed the 
purchase of 47 per cent of the outstanding shares of Avis from a 
court-appointed trustee, also for $22 a share. Avis directors origi- 
nally opposed the sale of the stock, which the trustee held for 
International Telephone and Telegraph Corp. 


SEC moves to lighten trade rules 


The Securities and Exchange Commission Monday adopted a 


rule to tighten restrictions against insider trading violations and to 
guide corporations offering stock appreciation rights to executives. 
The rule that takes effect Thursday would exempt directors and 
officers from the restrictions for 10 days each quarter. The exempt 
period would come in the 10 days immediately following disclosure 
of the corporation's quarterly financial statement. Before adopt- 
ing the rule, the SEC deleted the reference in the Dec. 22 proposal 
that required corporate approval before a director or executive 
could exercise stock appreciations rights. 


American Can hit with contempt 


The Justice Dept. Monday charged American Can Co. with crim- 


inal contempt of a 1950 antitrust judgment because it loaned mon- 
ey to a brewing firm that later went bankrupt. Antitrust lawyers 
asked U. S. District Court Judge George B. Harris of San Fran- 
cisco to order American Can of Greenwich, Conn., to show cause 
"why it should not be adjudged to be in ciminal contempt of this 
court by reason of its violations of the final judgment entered by 
this court on June 22, 1950."

Labor Dept. to stop leak 
to Wall Street investors 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The Labior 


Dept. Tuesday took steps to eliminate 
premature "leaks" of government 
economic data that officials said gave 
some' Wall Street investors an unfair 
advantage in the stock market. 


Julius Shiskin, chief of the Bureau 


of Labor Statistics, announced a new 
procedure for publishing monthly data 
on unempllyment, wholesale prices 
and consumer prices. 


He said the new approach was de- 


signed specifically to stop leaks. 


"Somebody's leaking the figures," 


he said. "We've had a lot of com- 
plaints about it." 


Wall Street analysts in a series of 


interviews said they knew nothing of 
the alleged leaks. One of them said: 


"If there's a leak, it's confined to a 
relatively few people because it hasn't 
shown up in the market." 


The BLS statistics previously have 


been released at 10 a.m. EST. just as 
the stock market opens. The figures 
often 
are responsible 
for' market 


movements. 


"Apparently some people on Wall 


Street are getting them before 10 a.m. 
(EST), and placing orders in advance 
for sensitive stocks," Shiskin said. 
"By 11 a.m., those sensitive stock 
prices go up, and by noon the stocks 
are sold. 


"Obviously they're making money " 
THE COMMERCE DEPT., which 


compiles and distributes dozens of 
economic reports each month, said it 


had no plans to change its system of 
releasing the data. 


Ann Wisner, who runs Commerce's 


news operation, noted that the depart- 
ment instituted a "lockup" between 
mid-1975 and early 1976 after a series 
of reports on the nation's trade bal- 
ance were prematurely leaked to 
banks in New York. 


The practive ended when the leaks 


stopped and "we have had no prob- 
lems since," she said 


THe current Commerce procedure is 


to release the statistics to reporters 
one-half hour before they can be 
made public. 


The Labor Dept. statistics are re- 


leased to only a few persons in ad- 


vance. President Carter, his top eco- 
nomic adviser, Shiskin and some BLS 
employes get the reports 24 hours ear- 
ly. 


Other top-level government officials 


and reporters may obtain copies of 
the statistical reports at 9 a m., one 
hour in advance. But reporters are 
prohibited from publishing the figures 
until 10 a.m. 


Shiskin said the new BLS procedure 


piovides for general publication of the 
figures at 9 a.m., giving all investors 
an equal advantage when the stock 
market opens an your later. 


Shiskin said he does not believe 


these leaks are coming from the 
White House or his agency. 


Figures for house-buying change 


NEW YORK — The old rules on how 


to figure what kind of a house you can 
afford have been changed drastically. 


It used to be that you could buy a 


house as long as the monthly payment 
didn't exceed a certain amount. The 
classic rule of thumb is that payments 
for principal and interest on the mort- 
gage, plus insurance and local proper- 
ty taxes, shouldn't exceed 25 per cent 
of total income. 


If you met this standard, it general- 


ly was assumed that you'd have no 
trouble covering all your other hous- 
ing-related costs. 


But you can't make that assumption 


anymore. Because of inflation, the 
house you want may be too expensive 
to heat, light and maintain, even if 
you can afford the asking price. 
What's worse, the house you can af- 
ford to keep up today may suddenly

Jury inquiry into GM fraud OKd 


DETROIT (UPI) - The Justice 


Dept. received a go-ahead Tuesday to 
resume a grand jury investigation of 
alleged criminal tax fraud by General 
Motors. 


The Internal Revenue Service, how- 


ever, was barred from receiving most 
e v i d e n c e collected in that in- 
vestigation. 


U. S. District Judge James P. 


Churchill refused a request by GM to 
quash subpoenaes issued by the grand 
jury for employes to testify. But the 
judge agreed with GM that evidence 
collected by the grand jury might im- 
properly be forwarded to the IRS. 


Only the Justice Dept. can conduct 


Grand Jury investigations. 


Justice Dept. lawyers said they 


would have sole control over the 
grand jury inquiry even though IRS 
agents would be used as investigators 
and assistants. 


The grand jury met for just four 


hours in late April. Grand jury pro- 
ceedings in the case were halted after 
GM attorneys went into federal court 
with a 300-page, four-pound, legal 
brief. 


The grand jury investigation is the 


outgrowth of an IRS civil audit that 
began in late 1975 of GM's 1971 and

industry lagging 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Japan and 


other Far 
Eastern 
countries 
are 


crowding out American firms in 
"fierce competition" for selling calcu- 
lators in the United States, a govern- 
ment study saiid Tuesday. 


The Commerce Dept. said Ameri- 


can companies made 49 per cent of 
the calculators sold in the United 
States in 1973. At the end of last year, 
the totai had shrunk to 30 per cent. 


"The U.S. calculator industry is los- 


ing its dominance in the U.S. mar- 
ket," the study said. 


"A major contributory factor has 


been the improvement in Japanese 
calculator semiconductor technology. 
Fierce price competition from calcu- 
lator imports originating in Japan, 
Korea, Taiwan and Hong Kong has 
also been important." 


Furthermore, the study said Ameri- 


can firms can expect "keener com- 
petition" from Japan in the future, 
"particularly for multifunction, hand- 
held and desk top models." 


The study said the Japanese "pat- 


tern" of challenging American firms 
in lower price models and then mov- 
ing up to larger, more expensive units 
also has "been observed for other 
products, such as television sets and 
Citizen Band radios."

These include mortgage payments or 
r e n t , taxes, insurance repairs, 
maintenance, the cost of gasoline to 
get to your job and shopping center, 
water, electricity, heat, sewer and 
garbage charges. 


If you decide to buy a house with 


larger carrying charges, be prepared 
to scrimp on the budget for a longer 
time than you might first 
have 


planned on. A better house probably 
is an excellent investment, as long as 
you're clear-eyed about the costs, now 
and in the future.

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Dealing begins on Alaska gas pipeline 


by JOHN F. SIMS 


OU from Alaska's North Slope is 


flowing down the Alycska pipeline to 
market In the lower 48 states. Now 
comes the question of what to do with 
the natural gas that was found along 
with the oil. 


The oil companies exploiting the 


Prudhoe Bay oilfield say there are 
proved reserves of 26 trillion cubic 
feet of natural gas. They estimate the 
total reserves probably are double 
that figure, or more. 


To give an indication of what that 


means: The United States produced 
19.6 trillion cubic feet of gas last year 
and consumed 20 trillion cubic feet. 
America's total proved reserves, ex-. 
eluding the North Slope find, are in 
the order of 190 trillion cubic feet. 


GETTING THE North Slope gas to 


market, therefore, is considered a 
high priority project, especially since 
last winter's abnormal cold pointed up 
the fact that gas supplies are limited 
and often located a considerable dis- 
tance from where they arc most 
needed. 


The decision on how the gas should 


be brought out is up to President Car- 
ter and the Congress under a 1976 act 
that sought to bypass the slower 
procedures of the Natural Gas Act. 


Ottawa also is in on the decision- 


making process because two proposed 
routes for the gas would take pipe- 
lines through Canada. 


The deadline for Carter's proposal 


to Congress is Sept. 1. But there are 
other deadlines leading up to that 
move: 


First, the president's council on en- 


vironmental quality must offer Its 


opinions. 


BY JULY 1, Canada's National 


Energy Board is scheduled to make 
its recommendations, followed by a 
debate in the Canadian porliament 
and than a recommendation by Prime 
Minister Pierre Trudeau. 


Trudeau has promised to cooperate 


and make a decision as early as pos- 
sible. 


Getting Alaska's gas to the lower 48 


states is expected to be the biggest 
and most expensive construction job 
ever undertaken in North America 
and possibly in the world. Estimates 
of the final cost range as high as $13 
billion. 


There are three proposals out- 


standing, but one of them — from a 
group of companies headed up by Al- 
can (for Alaska-Canada) P'ipeline Co. 
— now appears to have the inside 
track. 


From being considered a lowly up- 


start, Alcan and a group of Canadian 
partners have risen to become the No. 
1 candidate for the transport of natu- 
ral gas from Alaska's north slope to 
the lower 48 states.

sent une of restaurants during the 
next two years. 


He estimated the 13-year-old restau- 


rant chain soon will break the $1 mil- 
lion mark in weekly gross sales. 


The company has restaurants in 


Lincolnshire and Chicago. 


NEW YORK (UPI) - Stocks suf- 


fered their worst loss in three weeks 
Tuesday in reaction to budget director 
Bert Lance's prediction of a $65 bil- 
lion fiscal 1978 deficit. Trading was 
fairly active. 


Lance's projection was higher than 


most 'economists had 
anticipated. 


Sources said new Carter Adminis- 
tration projections for unemployment 
would be a bit better and for inflation 
a httle worse than originally forecast. 


Traders sold even more later in the 


afternoon when the House Ways & 
Means Committee killed a proposal to 
give oil companies an increasing re- 
fund of oil equalization taxes to en- 
courage production. 


AS A RESULT, the Dow Jones In- 


dustrial Average, which had fluctu- 
ated earlier, dropped 8.48 points to 
915.62, the worst loss since it fell 9.16 
on June 6. The closely watched aver- 
age fell 5.60 points Monday. 


The market had been drifting lower 


prior to word of Lance's prediction 
because of speculation the economy 
would slow down the second half of 
this year. Debate over those claims 


could be resolved Thursday when the 
government reports on its index of 
leading economic indicators. 


Selling also was caused by a pub- 


lished report that consumers have 
bought so much on credit recently, 
they won't be able to buy anything in 
the next couple of years. That con- 
tention was disputed by other econo- 
mists, who maintained the consumer 
situation was stable. . 


Nevertheless, the New York Stock 


E x c h a n g e common stock index 
plunged 0.40 to 54.94 and the average 
price of a common share shed 23 
cents. Standard & Poor's 500-stock in- 
dex, containing some over-the-counter 
issues, dropped 0.84 to 100.14.

Toyota taking big strides 
in the little car market 


DETROIT (UPI) - It's hard to say 


an auto company appeals to a limited 
market when its cars start grabbing 
better than 5 per cent of the U.S. mar- 
ket. 


That's just where Toyota is today, 


20 years after the Japanese auto firm 
began bringing its small cars into this 
country. 


Not only do its 207,515 sales in the 


first five months put it in first place 
among imports, but Toyota has out- 
sold American Motors — smallest of 
the U.S. auto firms — by nearly three 
to one. 


AND TOYOTA IS going after every 


buyer it can, not just the "import fa- 
natics" as some Detroit industry ex- 
ecutives like to call foreign car buy- 
ers. 


"At one time, we felt the import 


buyer was a different kind of cat, 
maybe a little better educated, maybe 
with a little higher income," said Nor- 
man D. Lean, Toyota's vice president 
for general operations. "Our view now 
is that the import buyer is anybody. 


"As our product line broadened and 


as our popularity broadened, we've 
become the General Motors of the im- 
ports." 


While Learn now feels Toyota has a 


"product for everybody" and appeals 
to buyers on more than just its "Im- 
port" appeal, Robert 0. Link, vice 
president and general sales manager 
for Nissan, USA (Datsun), still sees 
the market differently. 
"The Imported car buyer is an import 


buyer," Link said. "He's often not in- 
terested in domestic products at all. 


"I think the potential for Imports is 


limited by that over the long term." 


Cliff Schmlllen, assistant director 


and field sales manager for American 
Honda whose small car sales are sky- 
rocketing, figures he'll get most of his 
sales from prospective customers who 
already know what an import is. 


"We're not competing against the 


American domestic small cars. We're 
competing with Toyota, Volkswagen 
and Datsun," Schmillen said. "People 
who are looking for Pintos and Vegas 


are not looking at us. 


"OUR BEST MARKET is the other 


import buyers." 


Akira Toriyama, president of Maz- 


da Motors of America, says he's not 
trying to sell small cars to everyone. 


"I don't think everyone will want to 


get Into a small car. People say 
they're nice, but for a long drive 
they're not so good, 


"The United States is a very big 


country and there is a need for larger 
cars." 


And Bunzo Suzuki, Mazda's national 


public relations coordinator, echoed 
the statements of every foreign auto 
company for the imports' success in 
this country — quality. 


"In any country, a foreign product 


has appeal," Suzuki said. "The reason 
for good sales now is quality and suit- 
ability." 


Lean said Toyota's approach to the 


U.S. market is different than that of 
any Detroit auto company. 


"We made every effort over the 


past 10 to 15 years to bring our prod- 
ucts up to a level where we are supe- 
rior to anything on the U.S. high- 
ways," he said. "We're working at it 
from the consumer point of view rath- 
er than from the viewpoint of just 
selling cars."

The Arctic Gas pipeline project has 


been dealt a blow by the report of 
Canada's Justice Thomas Berger rec- 
ommending that no pipeline should be 
built through the McKenzle valley for 
at least 10 years. 


Berger, a former Socialist politician 


now a member of the British Colum- 
bia Supreme 
Court, conducted' a 


three-year inquiry into the social and 
environmental impact of a pipeline on 
the McKenzie Valley. 


The Berger report is only a recom- 


mendation, but it is expected to weigh 
heavily with the Canadian Govern- 
ment. 


John G. McMillian, chairman and 


chief executive of Alcan, commented 
in an interview: "I feel really good. A 


lot of things have happened in th« 
past few weeks to make us happier. 
We think we are now the frontrun- 
ners. 


"WE THINK THE Berger report, 


while it is only a recommendation, is 
so strong that the Canadian gover- 
ment will have to consider it very 
highly " 


McMillian said native claims would 


not be as great a problem for the Al- 
can project and could be resolved. 


"Our line passes through the south- 


ern Yukon native area," he said. 
"There already is a pipeline through 
the area, the Haynes line built after 
World War II So a transportation and 
energy corridor already exists. 


"Negotiations with the native popu- 


lation are already under way and we 
hear they are proceeding in a very 
positive manner. Their claims defi- 
nitely need settlement. 


"The natives of the north and south 


of the Yukon are light years apart in 
their attitudes. The Indians of the 
southern Yukon are already to some 
extent industrialized and we feel they 
are rooking for jobs, unlike their 
northern cousins. 


"If everything goes like it should we 


expect a decision by Sept. 1. We are 
going ahead with preparations and if 
the decision is made in September the 
pipeline could be completed by Sept. 
1, 1981." 


"We estimate the pipeline eventual- 


ly will cost $9 billion escalated dol- 
lars. We think the Arctic Gas project 
would have cost between $13 billion 
and $15 billion."

Disregarding the outlandish number 


of home runs for a moment,'optimism 
is about the most predominant aspect 
of the Chicago Storm these days. 


Those involved with this profes- 


sional softball team of the slow-pitch, 
12-inch persuasion are able to look be-. 
yond the dwindling home attendance. 
They see better days ahead. 


Since the Storm drew only 
SCO 


people as a rough estimate for last 
Saturday's doubleheader against the 
Pittsburgh Hardhats, this is obviously 
not 
the 
nucleus of the 
hopeful 


thoughts. 


STORM OFFICIALS will not give in 


for one main reason: they have been 
shown that there is a definite market 
for professional softball. 


A big question now is how to devel- 


op one in the Chicago area. When the 
Storm play on the road, attendance 
figures nestle around the 5,000 mark. 


The Cincinnati Suds average 7,000 


and their Ohio neighbors, the Cleve- 
land .Jaybirds, have drawn about 
6,000. The Milwaukee Copper Hearth, 
the Storm's closest competitor on the 
map, averages 3,000. 


"The interest throughout the league 


is tremendous," said Frank Mariani, 
the Storm's general manager. "And 
we had 4,000 people for an exhibition 
game in Ottawa, 111., and about 2,500 
in Rockford. So we know the people 
are starving for it." 


THE STORM HOME games are 


played at the Windy. City Softball 
Stadium in Bridgeview, a southwest 
suburb of Chicago. It's a nice facility 
with one major drawback — the 
Storm's 12-inch ball is rare in a park 
where 16-inch is the favorite. 


"The location doesn't help," said 


field manager Milt Pappas, "but I 
think out of some 10 million people in 
Chicago that there's enough to cover 
this." 


Another problem is home runs. As

od of professional proliferation. 


It hit the Chicago Winds and Fire of 


the World Football League just short- 
ly before the whole operation fell 
among its victims. It Is also con- 
stantly threatening the Sting to re- 
main more than a soccer memory in 
Chicago minds. 


The most recent group to fall in 


view of extinction's vulture eyes is the 
Chicago Storm, a slow-pitch, 12-Inch 
Softball team.

Attendance for the storm Is hov- 


orlng around the figure of 1,000, give 
or take a few hundred.

To achieve this in Chicago, the

sports teams we follow. The Storm is 
made up of such persons. 


Free spirits are a favorite type, and 


the Storm has a whole roster full of 
them. Benny Holt, a truck driver 
when he's not hitting home runs, is 
one. Big Ron Olesiak and Toni Spahn 
are two others. 


But to establish a fan interest 


around these key personalities, the 
Storm must do away with two major 
problems it now has. 


They are location, and home-run 


overkill. 


THE FIRST COULD solve most of 


the troubles, The Storm is playing its 
current season at the Windy City fa- 
cility in Bridgeview, a Chicago suburb 
where 12-Inch is a rarity compared to 
16-inch. 


"The sport itself is not even played 


here," said Frank Mariani, the team's 
general manager. "This team was put 
together so fast we didn't have time 
to research possible locations." 


After this year is over, the Storm 


should find a place where 12-inch soft- 
ball is a local phenomenon. Moving to 
team to such a location would involve 
the people in the immediate area, a 
good starting point because they 
would be seeing the best 12-inch ball 
around. 


Aside from finding a place where 


12-inch Is highly accepted, the Storm 
should locate In a facility that is easy 
to find. The Windy City complex is in 
the midst of an industrial section of 
Bridgeview. 


BECAUSE IT RESTS on no major 


highway or road, the Storm's current 
home site also eliminates any curios-, 
ity seekers, important people in a 
building year. 


The second problem is home runs. 


The Storm hit so many that they lose 
all significance. And they also cancel 
one pf the sports biggest assets — 
strategy. 


There is no strategy at all to the 


back-to-back-to-back shots that sail 
over the fences like golf balls at a 
driving range. 


"It really gets to be a little boring," 


said Milt Pappas, the field manager 
who won 200 major league games be- 
fore taking over the Storm. 


A RESTRICTED BALL was even 


used in last Saturday's doubleheader 
with the Pittsburgh Hardhats, but it 
failed to solve the problem. The Pitts- 


burgh pitchers kept delivering high 
tosses and the Storm collected 19 
home runs in just one seven-inning 
game. 


All those shots are costly in two 


ways. For one, the balls alone become 
expensive. They also make, the game 
a non-contest. It becomes more of a 
spectacle, like watching some unusual 
record being set by a Guinness- Book 
freak Who wants his name enshrined 
forever. 


Once those two problems are over- 


come, the Storm 
should have a 


stronghold on the city. The other in- 
gredients are there, but they are 
being stifled. 


an example, the Storm hit 19 over the 
fence in its 34-10 victory against the 
Hardhats. 
The 
Storm 
completely 


dominated the Pittsburgh pitching as 
Mariani shook his head, wondering 
what to do obout the homer problem. 


"I know what we can do, but not 


this year, and that would be to move 
the fences back," he said. The Windy 
City fences are currently 292 feet 
down the foul lines, 


BRUCE BAZSALL, who lives in 


Rolling Meadows along with Mariani, 
is on the Storm roster as a reserve 
player. He has played in four games. 


"I'm used mostly for defense in the 


late innings and as a pinch runner be- 
cause they like mjr speed," Bazsali 
said. 


Aside from his playing role, Bazsali 


has been a keen observer of the prob- 
lems that the team faces. He knows 
the strengths the Storm must build on 
and the weaknesses it must eliminate. 


"I't's hard to play at home, espe-' 


daily when, you have such great 
crowds on the road," Bazsali said. 
"They just don't cheer the team, they 
cheer the play. Gene Hiser made a 
good catch in' Cincinnati • and 5,000 
people gave him a standing ovation." 


EVEN THOUGH the American Pro- 


fessional Slo-Pitch League is a hitter's 
world, Bazsali said that defense plays 
a key role. 


"We've given at least four games 


away," he added. "If you give an out 
away, you could be giving up 12 runs. 
Our team is just starting to jell now, 
and I think if people watch it, they'll 
like it." 


Pappas feels the same way on both 


counts. 


"We're coming along," he said. 


"It's a matter of blending together 


now. 
because these, guys haven't 


played too much as a team. The prod- 
uct is there. The only thing missing is 
the fans." 


THE STORM PLAYS all of its 


games on weekends, with doublehea- 
ders on Saturday and Sunday-nights. 
Four home weekends are left on the 
Chicago schedule, and they could be 
i m p o r t a n t dates in determining 
the team's future. 


The biggest goal for those games 


should be to somehow establish a fol- 
lowing. If achieved, this could serve 
as a building device for the coming 
years. Pappas said initial exposure to 
a Storm game could convince people 
for a long time to stay with the team. 


"Getting people out for the first 


time is the problem. Ninety per cent 
of the trouble would be eliminated if 
we could just do this," Pappas said. 
"My feeling is that if people would 
watch 12-inch softball they'd have a 
tough time going back to 16-inch."

The cleanup of several thousand 


dead fish on the Des Plaines River in 
Ubertyville was expected to be fin- 
ished today by Libertyville Township 
summer employes. 


Officials from the Illinois Dept. of 


Conservation and the Illinois Environ- 
mental Protection Agency Tuesday 
afternoon were still trying to deter- 
mine the cause of the fish-kill. 


THE FISH, MOSTLY carp and oth- 


er rough fish, were discovered Sunday 
on the river, along a five-mile stretch 
centered at the Rockland Road Bridge 
in Libertyville. 


Officials from the conservation de- 


partment and the EPA said the kill 
probably was the result of record low 
water levels in the river coupled with 
lack of oxygen in the water. 


Gary Erickson, conservation depart- 


ment fisheries biologist, said his tests 
showed the river has "excessive or- 
ganic material on the bottom of the 
stream bed." 


Erickson 
declined 
comment on 


where the organic material had come 
from, but others, including Wayne 
Quilico, Lake County clean streams 
committee chairman, and Libertyville 
Township Supervisor F. T. (Mike) 


Graham, said the material might 
have come from the North Shore Sani- 
tary District plant in Gurnee. 


THE 
EPA 
DETERMINED this 


spring that the NSSD plant had ex- 
ceeded state limitations on solid mate- 
rial released into the river during tw<5 
months of the winter, causing sludge 
buildups in the river. The sanitary 
district has been experimenting with 
a dredging procedure to remove the 
material. 


William Byers, general manager of 


the North Shore Sanitary District, 
said the district has taken samples of 
the river and of the dead fish for 
analysis, and will have results in 
three to five days. 


"We. don't believe it's possible that 


the Gurnee plant could have caused 
it," Byers said. "There are a hundred 
different things it could be. It might 
have been a normal summer kill," he 
added. 


Byers said the river is the lowest he 


has ever seen it. In places it is only 
three to four inches deep, and is only 
eight inches to a foot deep at the 
Rockland Road bridge, Byers said. 
The low water could Tiave caused an 
o x y g e n deficience for the fish, 
Byers said. 


DURING A CANOE trip on the riv- 


er Monday, Byers said he felt the wa- 
ter quality in the river was very good- 


The fish-kill was centered between 


the bridges at Rte. 176 and Rockland 
Road. The county highway depart- 
ment is currently having the Rock- 
land bridge painted, and recently 
switched from spray painting to brush 
painting after complaints were re- 
ceived that the spray painting was 
causing paint to land in the river, ac- 
cording to a spokesman for the Lake 
County Highway Dept. 


Libertyville 
Township 
summer 


crews have been j>ut to work on the 
clean' up detail, working four hours 
each morning. They were expected to 
finish the cleanup Wednesday. 


Erickson was reluctant to discuss 


his test results, saying there may be 
legal action once it is determined 
what caused the fish kill. 


It will take the river some time to 


return to normal because of the mate- 
rial at the bottom, Erickson said. 


RICK SPRINGER, AN environmen- 


tal engineer for the Illinois EPA, said 
court action is possible if the fish kill 
is pinpointed. 


Springer said the department of 


conservation could require those re- 
sponsible to restock the river or 11 
could fine the offenders. Since the fish 
were carp, however, Springer said 
restocking probably would not be or- 
dered in this instance. 


Springer said some dead, fish were 


found at Oak Spring Road, Rte. 137 
and Belvidere Road, but the heaviest 
kill was south of Rte. 176.

•nica's 1977 Yearbook of Science and the 
Future to Margaret Sweeney, 10, of 
Lancaster, Pa., for her question: 


WHY IS PENNSYLVANIA CALLED 


A COMMONWEALTH? 


It was in Pennsylvania where the 


Declaration of Independence was signed 
on July 4,1776. The Constitutional Con- 
vention met in Philadelphia in 1787, and 
the city also was the nation's capital 
from 1790 until 1800. 


Pennsylvania officially is called a 


commonwealth. Only three other states 
have this unique classification: Ken- 
tucky, Massachusetts and Virginia. 


Tne word commonwealth means a 


grouping of people who have the right 
to make their own laws. It also means 
a republic, which is a group of citizens 
who elect representatives to manage 
their government. The United States, 
of course, is a republic and it also is a 
commonwealth. 


When Pennsylvania ratified the U.S. 


Constitution on Dec. 12,1787, and thus 
became the second state in the Union, 
the people stipulated that they wanted 
that extra word "commonwealth" add- 
ed to clearly define their independent 
position. 


Nickname for the great state of Penn- 


sylvania is Keystone State which comes 
from the fact that it is the center, or 
keystone, of an arch formed by the origi- 
nal 13 states. It is also called the Quaker 
State by some people because William 
Penn, the leader who gave the state its 
name, and many "of the early settlers 
were members of the Quaker religion. 


The Battle of Gettysburg, the confron- 


tation during the Civil War that actually 
marked the turning point in the fighting, 
was fought on Pennsylvania soil be- 
tween July 1 and July 3 in 1863. 


The state seal for Pennsylvania fea- 


tures an eagle which represents strength, 
bravery and wisdom. Also included is a 
ship, a plow and bundles of wheat which 
stand for the state's commerce and 
agriculture. At the bottom of the seal is 
a cornstalk and an olive branch sym- 
bolizing prosperity and peace. 


The commonwealth of Pennsylvania 


has "Virtue, Liberty and Independence" 
as its state motto. Its state bird is the 
ruffled grouse with mountain laurel as 
the state flower. The handsome hem- 
lock, an evergreen of the pine family 
which has short, blunt needles and small 
cones, is Pennsylvania's official state 
tree.

HOW DOES A DIGITAL WATCH 


WORK? 


Power from a tiny battery activates 


a quartz crystal in the new digital 
watches. Electronic circuits then trans- 
late vibrations from the crystal into 
hours, minutes and seconds. This infor- 
mation then is flashed on the blank 
face of the watch by means of numbers 
that light up. 


Electric watches were first introduced 


in the United States by the Hamilton 
Watch Co. in 1957. In the electric watch, 
a battery provides the power to move a 
coil mounted on the balance wheel. As 
the coil passes through the magnetic 
.field of two permanent magnets, an 
impulse from the balance wheel sends 
power to the train — a set,of linked 
mechanical parts. 


Did you know that early watches only 


had an hour hand? A minute hand 
wasn't added until 1687.

Nazis denied marching permit

A request by a Nazi group for a per- 


mil tu march in the predominantly 
Jewish suburb of Skokie on the Fourth 
of July was denied by the village 
Tuesday. 


A iNiui spokesman at National So- 


cialist party of America headquar- 
ters in Chicago said the march will 
take place "only if we can overcome 
these legal technicalities We're not 


going to march in illegally, no." 


The planned march by the Nazis 


was buiding toward an explosive situ- 
ation. Rabbi Meier Kahane, leader of 
the Jewish Defense League, said last 
week he and "several thousand Jews" 
would use violence to stop the march. 


ALSO. A GROUP called the "run 


the Naxis, Out Coalition" said it would 
try to prevent the march. 


Al Rigoni, administrative assistant 


lo the Skokie village manager, said a 
letter was sent to Nazi headquarters 
indicating the permit request violated 
a code of the Skokie ordinance which 
"prohibits demonstrations by mem- 
bers of political parties wearing mili- 
tary-style uniforms." 


Referring to the uniforms, the Nazi 


spokesman said, "We're either going 
to march in as National Socialists or 
we've not going to march in at all." 


DAVID 1IAMLIN, executive director 


of the American Civil Liberties Union, 
said the ACLU would challenge the 
denial of the permit in court. 


"We have said from the outset that 


the1 re (ordinances) unconstitutional," 
Hamlin said "It is my understanding 
we will challenge that denial . . . as 
soon as we're able to do so." 


The Nazis had tried to hold a rally 


in Skokie May 1, but a Cook County 
Circuit Court judge issued an in- 


junction April 28 prohibiting the gath- 
ering. 


The U.S. Supreme Court June 15 


ruled Illinois courts must allow the 
party to hold a rally in Skokie or give 
immediate 
appellate review to • 


court injunction barring the demon- 
stration. 


Frank Cclhn, Chicago Nazi party 


leader, announced the July 4 march 
following the Supreme Court's deci- 
sion. 


Village rejects water rate 
that would raise bill 38% 


A proposed rate schedule-increasing 


the average quarterly water bills by 
38 per cent in Mount Prospect was 
rejected Tuesday night by the village 
board because trustees said it dis- 
courages conservation. 


As d result, James J. Muldowney, 


president ol Fletcher Engineering Co., 
Des Plumes, said I'C will devise a rate 
striictine that would encourage con- 
scrvjtion but retain the 3D per cent 
average increase if the resident fails 
to conserve water. 


Under 
either 
plan, 
an 
average 


homeowner using 27,000 gallons would 
pay about $43 compared to the cur- 
rent average bill of $32 for water and 
sewer. 


OFFICIALS SAID the difference be- 


tween the two plans is that residents 
would pay for what they used rather 
than pay a flat minimum rate for wa- 
ter. 


Condominium 
apartment 
owners 


who last year opposed a sliding rate 
schedule which charged residents on 


t h e m o r e-you-use-the-more-you-pay 
theory were satisified with Muldow- 
ney's proposal However, objections 
were raised by several senior citizens 
who waved their water bills in front of 
the village board showing trustees 
they do not use nearly as much as the 
proposed minimum gallonage 


Muldowney recommended charging 


a flat rate of $35 for the first 22,000 
gallons of water used per quarter. 
Current village rates are 90 cents per 
1,000 gallons with a minimum use set 
at 
10,000. 
An additional $7.50 
is 


charged for sewer service. Muldow- 
ney's 
proposal 
includes 
a 
sewer 


charge. 


VILLAGE OFFICIALS said a new 


rate schedule is needed to maintain 
Mount Prospect's water system. The 
viHage currently 
is 
losing 
about 


$140,000 annually in water and sewer 
operations. Trustees agreed Muldow- 
ney's minimum was excessive particu- 
larly for the 25 per cent of Mount 


Prospect water customers using the 
current minimum of 10,000 gallons per 
quarter. 


"There is a need for adjustment be- 


cause we have put so much emphasis 
on conservation," Mayor Carolyn H. 
Krause said, "it is unfair to just 
charge everyone for 22.000 gallons if 
they don't use that much " 


Trustee E F. Richardson agreed 


with Mrs. Krause, saying "If you're 
going lo pay for 22,000 gallons you 
might as well use 22,000 gallons. 
There is no incentive to conserve ex- 
cept to be a patriotic citizen." 


The pay-for-what-you-use rate struc- 


ture originally proposed by Richardson 
last year was repealed because of in- 
equities to large users. Muldowney 
said he now will work on a rate sched- 
ule charging residents $1.62 per 1,000 
gallons for the first V22,000 gallons. A 
surcharge will be assessed to custom- 
ers using more than the 22,000 gallon 
limit.

THE AGREEMENT RAISES'start- 


Ing teacher salaries to $10,000, $500 
more than beginning teachers re- 
ceived in 1976-77. Beginning teachers 
with master's degrees will start at 
$10.700 


The settlement is comparable to re- 


cent contract agreements in neighbor- 
ing districts. Beginning teachers in 
Arlington Heights Dist- 25 will start hi 
September at $9.950 and teachers in 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 will

The Dist. 23 contract also provides 


an 8 per cent merit pay increase for 
the district's 81 teachers who were 
evaluated this year.

They also have applied for a special- 
use permit (hot will enable the devel- 
oper to keep the nine-hole golf course 
on the site. 


THE COOK COUNTY Zoning Board 


of Appeals last fall turned down a 
plan by Centex Homes of Illinois Inc. 
to build a 551-home subdivision on the 
27-hole golf course at the northeast 
corner of Euclid Avenue and Wheeling 
Road 
Residents have strongly ob- 


jected to plans to develop the land, 
saying it should be maintained as 
open space. 


Schain said planners are "working 


feverishly" to come up with a plan 
acceptable to the board and residents. 


He said that because a higher-den- 


sity development is more profitable 
for a developer, planning a subdivi- 
sion with a golf course is "hard and 
complicated to do." 


"We're trying to maintain as much 


open space as we can and still make 
it economical," Schain said.

ation. Rabbi Meier Kahane, leader of 
the Jewish Defense League, said last 
week he and "several thousand Jews" 
would use violence to stop the march. 


ALSO, A GROUP called the "run 


the Naxis Out Coalition" said it would 
try to prevent the march. 


Al Rigoni, administrative assistant 


to the Skokie village manager, said a 
letter was sent to Nazi headquarters 
indicating the permit request violated 
a code of the Skokie ordinance which 
"prohibits demonstrations by mem- 
bers of political parties wearing mili- 
tary-style uniforms." 


Referring to the uniforms, the Nazi 


spokesman said, "We're either going 
to march in as National Socialists or 
we're nol going to march in at al]." 


DAVID HAMLIN, executive director 


of the American Civil Liberties Union, 
said the ACLU would challenge the 
denial of the permit in court. 


"We have said from the outset that 


the're (ordinances) unconstitutional,'' 
Hamlin said. "It is my understanding 
we will challenge that denial . . . as 
soon as we're able to do so." 


The Nazis had tried to hold a rally 


in Skokie May 1, but a Cook County 
Circuit Court judge issued an in- 


junction April 28 prohibiting the gath- 
ering.

But Ahrens said he knows of three applicants who 


were granted licenses within the past few weeks for 
the same purpose.

Fight over Northwest Hwy. brews

The war over the resurfacing of 


Northwest Highway has suddenly re- 
surfaced.

The last time, the battleground was 


a 3.5-mile stretch of pockmarked high- 
way between Palos and Elmwood ave- 
nues in Palatine that endured two 
years of engineering changes and fi- 
nancial snags before resurfacing work 
was completed last July. 


This time, the setting is a mam- 


moth swath of Northwest Highway 
from Elmwood to the Tri-State Toll- 
way which slices through Palatine, 
Arlington Heights, 
Mount Prospect 


and Des Plaines. Only about a mile of 
it lies in Palatine, but village officials 
are ready to renew hostilities with the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation to 
fight the strings the state is attaching 
to the agreement. 


IN EXCHANGE FOR taking the 


bumps and holes out of the road, the 
state has asked Palatine to pay 25 per 
cent of the cost of a new signal sys- 
tem at Rohlwing Road, and 100 per 
cent of the cost of future maintenance 
for signals and streets — a cost the 
state has borne in the past. 


"It's almost unbelievable," Village 


Mgr. Anton Harwig said. "It's a con- 
tract you see once in a lifetime. It 
ought to be framed." 


The village board agreed, and Mon- 


day night wasted no time in rejecting 
the deal.

Harwig asked to prove his point. 


What incenses Harwig and village 


trustees the most is that the North- 
west Highway case is symptomatic of 
a trend in which the state is transfer- 
ring the secondary costs of state 
roads and highways to the municipal- 
ities — presumably hoarding its mon- 
ey to finance new construction that 
will give the state good publicity. 


The Northwest Municipal Confer- 


ence, a group which represents area 
communities, has tried to argue that 
state statutes prohibit 
the trans- 


portation department from foisting 
maintenance costs onto the commu- 
nities, but so far its legislative and 
persuasive efforts have reached dead- 
ends. 


"WE'RE NOT HAVING very much 


luck at all working with the (Illinois) 
secretary of transportation," said con- 
ference executive director William H- 
Muhlenfeld. "There aren't many re- 
courses left other than some legal 
once, and that has been discussed." 


Muhlenfeld, too, said money was at 


the bottom of the state's new tactic: 
"All this gets back to the 
money 


pinch. The state doesn't have the 
money to carry out these programs, 
and slowly but surely, it's turning 
them over to the municipalities." 


But Harwig's reaction to that idea 


might reflect the sentiment of all the 
communities involved in the North- 
west Highway project — although 
only Palatine has taken a stanc! on the 
issue. 


As Harwig put it, "We're not a mon- 


ey factory here."

Nab man in '75 coed slaying

Police in Normal Tuesday charged 


a former mental patient with the De- 
cember 1975 slaying of 21-year-old Ca- 
rol Rofstad. 512 Landmeier Rd., Elk 
Grove Village 


David P. Wittmei1, 39. an inmate at 


Macon County Jail since April, is 
charged with the murder. 


Miss Rostad, who had been studying 


at the campus of Illinois State Univer- 
sity during the Christmas holidays, 
was beaten to death in front of her 


sorority house the evening of Dec. 22. 


Authorities said she died of massive 


brain damage after being struck three 
times on the head with a railroad tie. 


WITTMER, WHO police said has 


been a patient at several mental 
health institutions in the past 20 
years, has been jailed since April on a 
charge of robbing a 74-year-old Deca- 
tur woman. Police said his trial has 
been delayed until it is determined 
whether Wittmer is mentally fit to 
stand trial. 


Wittmer confessed five weeks ago 


that he murdered Miss Rofstad giving 
"sometimes hazy, sometimes specific 
details," of the slaying Ronald Dozier, 
McLean County states atorney said. 


"After five weeks of questiorling 


mixed with rests on his mental condi- 
tion, I am reasonably convinced he's 
the one who killed Miss Rofstad," 
Dozier said. "As far as I'm con- 
cerned, his confessions are valid." 


The filing of the murder charge was 


delayed because of psychiatric tests, 


authorities said. 


NORMAL POLICE originally had 


ruled out robbery as a motive in the 
slaying, but Dozier said parts of Wit- 
tmer's confession indicate he tried to 
steal Miss Rofstad's purse. 


"Wittmer has repeatedly said he is a 


cigaret freak who only wanted to take 
money from Miss Rofstad's purse to 
buy more packs," Dozier said. 


Dozier said at the time Wittmer al- 


legedly killed Miss Rofstad he was a 
voluntary resident at the Johnson 


Shelter Care Home in nearby Bloom- 
ington "who was free to come and go 
as he pleased." 


Last April when Wittmer allegedly 


robbed the elderly woman he was a 
voluntarily committed patient at the 
time in Adolf Meyer Zone Center in 
Decatur. "He supposedly just strolled 
away both times," Dozier said.

The first toughening of Palatine's 


sprinkling ordinance since it was 
passed In 1971, came at the village 
board meeting Monday after Village 
Mgr.

homes in Winston Park were 


without water for more than an hour 
Sunday. 


HARWIG 
R E C O M M E N D E D 


sprinkling be permitted only from 9 
p.m. 
to midnight, but the board de- 


cided on a 7 p.m. to midnight sched- 
ule, with the same limitations on odd- 
numbered addresses sprinkling on 
odd-numbered days and even address- 
es on even days as before. 


Palatine's sprinkling ordinance still 


Is more lenient than those of some 
Northwest suburbs, where dropping 
water tables have forced measures 
such as a total sprinkling ban in Roll- 
Ing Meadows and a maximum of four 
hours of watering per week in Elk 
Grove Village. 


Harwig warned that the competition 


between drinking water and sprinkl- 
ing water was endangering the vil- 
lage's drinking supply. 


"We have a choice of supplying ne- 


cessities or luxuries," Harwig said. 
"We can't supply both. And we're 
unable to supply the necessary fire 
protection when we're totally without 
water In sections of the community." 


In limiting sprinkling to evening 


hours, trustees pointed out that a nur- 


sery spokesman at last week's town 
meeting said watering lawns at night 
was most efficient because a minimal 
amount of water is lost to evapora- 
tion. 


THE NEW POLICY IS expected to 


simplify enforcement of sprinkling re- 
strictions because it will be self-polic- 
ing. 
"Every neighbor will now know 


there is no sprinkling in the daytime," 
Harwig said. 


Village Pres. Robert J. Guss en- 


dorsed the toughened sprinkling ordi- 
nance but warned, "If there is no sig- 
nificant change, we'll need the police, 
the health department arid other vil- 
lage personnel to ticket people. But 
that's a last resort." 


In addition to the sprinkling ordi- 


nance, trustees Monday discussed the 
water conservation 
recommendations 


of the more than 75 village residents

• Making a kit of water-saving de- 


vices available to village residents. 


Harwig is exploring ways to imple- 


ment all five recommendations. 


Village board ivrapup 
Racing opposition 
delayed till hearing 


An appeal by Arlington Park Race Track Atty. LeMoine Stitt 


convinced the Palatine Village Board to postpone adoption of a 
resolution opposing night harness racing at the track until track 
officials can plead their case July 11. 


The resolution, initiated by Village Pres. Robert J. Guss, said 


the noise, traffic and lighting from night racing at the track would 
have a "negative environmental impact" on Palatine, since nearly 
20 per cent of the track's patrons reportedly pass through the 
village. 


Trustee Philip Stern said the delay on the resolution would not 


change his opposition to night racing, which he said would cost the 
village an extra $10,000 to $40,000 in police protection without pro- 
viding a "farthing's" worth of revenue to the village. 


Several Palatine residents argued Monday that village business- 


es would benefit from the increased traffic at the track. But Eve- 
line Stenzel of the Arlington Crest Civic Assn. said Palatine home- 
owners oppposed night racing and asked the board to convey that 
disapproval to the track. 


Arlington Park is bidding for 78 night racing dates from Oct. 1 


to Dec. 31 originally awarded to Washington Park Race Track, 
which was destroyed by fire Feb. 5. 


Madison Square Garden Corp., New York, which owns both 


tracks, had asked the Illinois Racing Board to transfer Washington 
Park's night schedule to Arlington Park. The racing board decided 
last week to open the dates to all Illinois tracks and is waiting 
until Aug. 1 to award the dates. 


Panel to review Apple Tree 


The plan commission has been asked to reexamine plans for the 


controversial Apple Tree Estates development at Plum Grove 
Road and Illinois Avenue. 


The village board had approved a preannexation agreement call- 


ing for the village to provide water to the 22 townhouses and three 
single-family homes in the development, providing it annexes to 
the village when it becomes contiguous. But the agreement was 
Invalidated when it was discovered the village failed to advertise 
the public hearing on the preannexation agreement as required by 
state law. 


The board remanded the case to the plan commission until the

Frank DeLuca took the 
witness 


stand Tuesday, and denied he killed 
the family of his lover, Patricia Col- 
unibo. 


Speaking in flat, emotionless tones 


DeLuca, 39. pleaded his innocence be- 
fore jurors, saying he was the victim 
of a frame-up, by police. 


He said he was home in bed May -i, 


1976, when prosecutors say he and 
Miss Columbo, 21, murdered her par- 
ents, Frank and Mary Columbo, and 
her 13-year-old brother, Michael, of 
Elk Grove Village, 


BEFORE DeLUCA TOOK the stand, 


Miss Columbo cried as she begged her 
defense attorneys to let her stay in 
the courtroom while DeLuca testified. 


Her attorneys rested their defense 


case Tuesday, and said they planned 
to remove her from the courtroom be- 
fore DeLuca testified. 


But Miss Columbo pleaded with 


them and spoke to DeLuca, who was 
sitting beside her. When DeLuca said 
she could stay, her attorneys com- 
plied with her request. Miss Columbo 
is not expected to testify. 


DcLUCA ALSO TESTIFIED how a 


cellmate. Clifford X. Childs, 29, duped 
him into giving him information about 
his upcoming murder trial. DeLuca 
said Childs used that information to 
frame him in an alleged plot to kill 
two key prosecution witnesses. 


Childs, who is awaiting,trial on 


three armed robbery charges, testi- 
fied DeLuca boasted to him of the 
murders, and solicited him to kill the 
witnesses. 


DeLuca said Childs used informa- 


tion he obtained from police reports in 
DeLuca's cell, and notes DeLuca pre- 
pared for his defense attorney, to fab- 
ricate the story. 


Childs framed DeLuca to gain favor

Nab man in '75 coed slay in

Police in Normal Tuesday charged 


a former mental patient with the De- 
cember 1975 slaying of 21-year-old Ca- 
rol Rofstad, 512 Landmeier Rd., Elk 
Grove Village. 


David P Wittmer, 39, an Inmate at 


Macon County Jail since April, is 
charged with the murder. 


Miss Rostad, who had been studying 


at the campus of Illinois State Univer- 
sity during the Christmas holidays, 
was beaten to death in front of her 


sorority house the evening of Dec, 22. 


Authorities said she died of massive 


brain damage after being struck three 
times on the head with a railroad tie. 


WITTMER, WHO police said has 


been a patient at several mental 
health institutions in the 
past 20 


years, has been jailed since April on a 
charge of robbing a 74-year-old Deca- 
tur woman. Police said his trial has 
been delayed until it is determined 
whether Wittmer is mentally fit to 
stand trial. 


Wittmer confessed five weeks ago 


that he murdered Miss Rofstad giving 
"sometimes hazy, sometimes specific 
details," of the slaying Ronald Dozier, 
McLean County states atorney said. ' 


"After five weeks of questioning 


mixed with tests on his mental condi- 
tion, I am reasonably convinced he's 
the one who killed Miss Rofstad," 
Dozier said. "As far as I'm con- 
cerned, his confessions are valid," 


The filing of the murder charge was 


delayed because of psychiatric tests, 


authorities said. 


NORMAL POLICE originally had 


ruled out robbery as a motive in the 
slaying, but Dozier said parts of Wit- 
tmer's confession indicate he tried to 
steal Miss Rofstad's purse. 


"Wittmer has repeatedly said he is a 


cigaret freak who only wanted to take 
money from Miss Rofstad's purse to 
buy more packs," Dozier said. 


Dozier said at the time Wittmer al- 


legedly killed Miss Rofstad he was a 
voluntary resident at the Johnson 


Shelter Care Home in nearby Bloom- 
ington "who was free to come and go 
as he pleased." 


Last April when Wittmer allegedly 


robbed the elderly woman he was a 
voluntarily committed patient at the 
time in Adolf Meyer Zone Center in 
Decatur. "He supposedly just strolled 
away both times," Dozier said.

Nazis denied marching permit

A request by a Nazi group for a per- 


mit to march in the predominantly 
Jewish suburb of Skokie on the Fourth 
of July was denied by the village 
Tuesday. 


A Nazi spokesman at National So- 


cialist party of America headquar- 
ters in Chicago said the march will 
take place "only if we can overcome 
these legal technicalities We're not 


going to march in illegally, no." 


The planned march by the Nazis 


was buiding toward an explosive situ- 
ation, Rabbi Meier Kahane, leader of 
the Jewish Defense League, said last 
week he and "several thousand Jews" 
would use violence to stop the march. 


ALSO, A GROUP called the "run 


the Naxis Out Coalition" said it would 
try to prevent,the march. 


Al Rigoni, administrative assistant 


to the Skokie village manager, said a 
letter was sent to Nazi headquarters 
indicating the permit request violated 
a code of the Skokie ordinance which 
"prohibits demonstrations by mem- 
bers of political parties wearing mili- 
tary-style uniforms." 


Rsfen-ing to the uniforms, the Nazi 


spokesman said, "We're either going 
to march in as National Socialists or 
we're not going to march in at all." 


DAVID HAMLIN, executive director 


of the American Civil Liberties Union, 
said the ACLU would challenge the 
denial of the permit in court. 


"We have said from the outset that 


the're (ordinances) unconstitutional," 
Hamlin said. "It is my understanding 
we will challenge that denial . . . as 
soon as we're able to do so." 


The Nazis had tried to hold a rally 


in Skokie May 1, but a Cook County 
Circuit Court judge issued an in- 


junction April 28 prohibiting the gath- 
ering. 


The US. Supreme Court June 15 


ruled Illinois courts must allow the 
party to hold a rally in Skokie or give 
immediate appellate review to a 
court injunction barring the demon- 
stration. 


Frank Collin, Chicago Nazi party 


leader, announced the July 4 march 
following the Supreme Court's deci- 
sion. 


$10 million budget passed, 
village raises, hiring set 


It couldn't have gone any more 


quickly or smoothly. It took only 
about 10 minutes for the Elk Grove 
Village Board Tuesday night to go 
through the formalities to adopt a $10 
million budget and to pass ordinances 
setting the village's salary schedule. 


The operating budget, which totals 


$9,1 million, is an increase of $1,3 mil- 
lion or nearly 30 per cent more than 
last year's budget. The nonoperating 
budget of $896,500 includes the fire- 
Tnen's pension fund, police pension 
fund, Illinois Municipal Retirement 
Fund and bonded indebtedness, 


The new budget is not expected to 


increase the municipal tax rate. A 
resident with a home assessed at 
$10,000 will pay $77.76. in taxes. 


THE BUDGET PROVIDES raises 


for village emptoyes and the hiring of 
24 additional employes, construction 
of the new Meacham Road Fire Sta- 
tion and a $6,000 taxi fare subsidy pro- 
gram for senior citizens, 


More than $366,000 is allocated for 


repaying and repairing of 36 streets 
and $35,000 for new streetlights, 


The police and fire departments re- 


ceived the largest budget increases. 


The fire department's budget of $2.1 


million is nearly 50 per cent higher 
than last year's. The budget provides 
for the hiring of 6 firefighters for the 
Meqcham Road station and the pur- 
chase of a fire engine and ambulance, 


MORE THAN $284,000 will/be used 


for firefighters' salaries in: addition to 
$60,000 for fire prevention bureau sal- 
aries. 


The police department budget of 


$1.7 million includes $68,000 for five 
new officers to patrol the area west of 
111. Rte. 53, $880,000 for patrol services 
in general, $100,000 for criminal in- 
vestigation personnel and $80,000 for 
youth investigation personnel. 


Another $26,000 has been budgeted 


for school crossing guards and $83,000 
for public works personnel. 


Salaries for administrative, super- 


visory and professional personnel to- 
tal about $1.1 million. Raises for all 
personnel are retroactive to May 1.

tween the City of Chicago and mem-

The board also heard several home-

Northwest Hwy. is battleground again

The war over the resurfacing of 


Northwest Highway has suddenly re- 
surfaced. 


The last time, the battleground was 


a 3.5-mile stretch of pockmarked high- 
way between Palos and KImwood ave- 
nues in Palatine that endured two 
years of engineering changes and fi- 
nancial snags before resurfacing work 
was completed last July. 


This time, the setting is a mam- 


moth swath of Northwest Highway 
from Elmwood to the Tri-State Toll- 
way which slices through Palatine, 
Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect 
and Des Plalnes. Only about a mile of 
it lies in Palatine, but village officials

state has asked Palatine to pay 25 per 
cent of the cost of a new signal sys- 
tem at Rohlwing Road, and 100 pel- 
cent of the cost of future maintenance 
for signals and streets — a cost the 
state has borne in the past. 


"It's almost unbelievable," Village 


Mgr. Anton Harwig said. "It's a con- 
tract you see once in a lifetime. It 
ought to be framed." 


The village board agreed, and Mon- 


day night wasted no time in rejecting 
the deal. 


"We 
obviously 
want 
the 
thing 


paved," 
Village Trustee 
Richard 


Fonte said, "but this is just a trick to 
have us take over the maintenance." 


HARWIG SAID THE board's deci- 


sion might shut Palatine's portion of 
Northwest Highway out of the project 
but ho insisted maintenance of the 
thoroughfare is a state obligation. 


"How many of those cars that pass 


through Palatine's portion of North- 
west Highway are Palatine cars?" 
Harwig asked to prove his point. 


What incenses Harwig and village 


trustees the most is that the North- 
west Highway case is symptomatic of 
a trend in which the state is transfer- 


ring the secondary costs of state 
roads and highways to the municipal- 
ities -r- presumably hoarding its mon- 
ey to finance new construction that 
will give the state good publicity. 


The Northwest Municipal Confer- 


ence, a group which represents area 
communities, has tried to argue that 
state 
statutes prohibit the trans- 


portation department from foisting 
maintenance costs onto the commu- 
nities, but so far its legislative and 
persuasive efforts have reached dead- 
ends. 


"WE'RE NOT HAVING very much 


luck at all working with the (Illinois) 
secretary of transportation," said con- 
ference executive director William H- 


Muhlenfeld. "There aren't many re- 
courses left other than some legal 
once, and that has been discussed.1; 


Muhlenfeld, too, said money was at 


the bottom of Ihe state's new tactic: 
"All this gets back to the money 
pinch. The state doesn't have the 
money to carry out these programs, 
and slowly but surely, it's turning 
them over Lo the municipalities." 


But Harwig's reaction to that idea 


might reflect the sentiment of all the 
communities involved in the North- 
west Highway project — although 
only Palatine has taken a stand on the - 
issue. 


As Harwig put it, "We're not a mon- 


ey factory here." 


'Coach' dreams of center for disabled

Bruse Karr still has some dreams. 
They are much different, of course, 


than the one he had as a youngster 
growing up in Elmhurst. 


Back then, he was active in high 


school sports, and he thought that 
maybe, given the right breaks, he 
could make it in professional tennis. 
It was a dream made more of desire 
than of logic. 


"I suppose.1' Karr concedes, "any 


high school jock has got those kinds of 
aspirations if he's any good at all." 


THE DREAM DIED at the begin- 


ning of the football practice season 
before his senior year at York High 
School. It was In 1953, one year before 
Dr. Jonas Saik was to discover his 
vaccine, that Karr was stricken with 
polio. 


That's one of those things that philo- 


sophically you have to accept," he ob- 
serves. "I'm not resentful, not bitter 
over what might have been." 


For 24 years, Karr has been con- 


fined to a wheelchair. It is the only 
confinement he has recognized. 


He is 41 now. He lives in Schaum- 


burg, and for the past five years, he 
has operated a furniture distribution 
business in Streamwood. 


HIS OFFICE IS cluttered 
with 


trophies and medals and pictures, and 
hanging from the west wall is a huge 
photo of Israeli military leader Moshe 
Dayan presenting him with a silver 
medal and a trophy at the 1963 Paral- 
ympic games in Tel Aviv. 


On the east side of the building is a 


long, narrow storeroom. Karr also 
uses it as an archery range to prac- 
tice his latest sport. 


It is not the only one, however. 


There's basketball, swimming, shot 
put, discus, javelin and table tennis 
besides. 


It started at the University of Illi- 


nois after high school. 


"I got down there," he recalls, "and 


they had (wheelchair athletic) pro- 
grams I had never heard of before." 


BUT AFTER GRADUATION, he 


moved back to the Chicago area and 
found that there was no where that a 
handicapped person could continue in 
competitive sports. He and other Illi- 
nois graduates got together to form

He is a coach and sometime player 


with the basketball squad now, and 
athletics has sent him to the Paral- 
ympic or Wheelchair Olympic games 
in Rome in 1960, Tokyo in 1964, Tel 
Aviv in 1968 and Hiedelberg, Germany 
in 1972. 


Last year, he did not make the U S. 


squad, but he was invited by a Cana- 
dian television network to come up to 
Toronto anyway to do the color com- 
mentary on the games. 


He has been All-American in vari- 


ous sports countless times, and athlet- 
ics has enabled him to travel all over 
the world in national and inter- 
national competitions. 


Just last weekend, he competed in 


San Jose, Calif., in the 21st National 
Wheelchair Games in archery. It is a 
sport he picked up just a few years 
ago. 


"I wanted to stay involved, and all 


these young kids were getting away 
from .me," Karr says. "It is a sport 
that is suited to me, I think, because 
it's a very psychological thing." 


These are all experiences that some 


men only dream about. And Kerr says 
"it has just been dynamite." But he is 
not satisfied. 


He has other dreams. 
HE DREAMS of a sports center for 


the disabled. It is not a center where 
the handicapped come together to 
play cards or talk, but a building with 
a gym and a track and a pool. 


It is a place where paraplegies can 


concentrate on competitive athletics. 
There are sports that almost any dis- 
abled person can play, he says, if they 
and find the place to play it. 


But that is the problem. The Side- 


winders play their basketball games 


at school gyms throughout the Chi- 
cago area. For cross country, table 
tennis, the other sports, the players, 
Karr says, arc generally on their own 
to find a place to practice. 


He would like to solicit businesses 


for donations. He would like to try to 
get someone to donate a piece of 
ground. He plans to do it, the question 
is when he'll get the time. 


"It is something I will try to do 


sometime," Karr says, "as soon as I 
get this business straightened out." 


AND 
KARR 
DREAMS 
Of con- 


petitivc sporls for young paraplegics. 


"In my mind," he says, "that is 


something that is missing in the life of 
those who were disabled since they 
were young. Any sport is a great emo- 
tional and psychological outlet." 


There 
are 
problems with 
that 


dream. 


The general public, Karr says, be- 


lieves there is little someone in a 
wheelchair can do. In many cases, 
those sitting in the wheelchair suffer 
the same misconception. 


"People, they really don't quite un- 


derstand," Karr says, "that these 
wheelchair athletes can do some su- 
per tilings." 


AND THE PEOPLE who do not un- 


derstand the most, he says, at times 
are parents of disabled children. Of- 
ten, he says, they tend to be over- 
protective. 


"That's going to be the biggest hand 


up," Karr reasons. "Parents don't 
want their poor little disabled kids 
doing anything physical." 


But he says he is hoping he can 


teach archery for a competitive Little 
League-style program under the aus- 
pices of the Northwest Special Recre- 
ation Assn. From there, Karr adds, 
competitive programs could grow. 


And that competition, he thinks, is 


the key. Initially, when he was struck 


with polio, Karr concedes, he felt sor- 
ry for himself. But at college, he saw 
that he was still a person. 


"I think sports had a lot to do with 


it," he says. "I guess you just can't 
sit and damn your fate forever."

Frank DcLuca took the witness 


stand Tuesday, and denied he killed 
the family of his lover, Patricia Col- 
umbo. 


Speaking In flat, emotionless tones 


DeLuca, 39, pleaded Ills innocence be- 
fore jurors, saying he was the victim 
of a frame-up by police. 


He said he was home in bed May 4, 


1D76. when prosecutors say he and 
Miss Columbo, 21, murdered her par- 
ents. Frank and Mary Columbo, and 
her 13-year-old brother, Michael, of 
Elk Grove Village. 


BEFORE DcLUCA TOOK the stand, 


Miss Columbo cried as she begged her 
defense attorneys to let her stay in 
the courtroom while DeLuea testified. 


Her attorneys rested their defense 


case Tuesday, and said they planned 
to remove her from the courtroom be- 
fore DeLuca testified. 


But Miss Columbo pleaded with 


them and spoke to DeLuca, who was 
sitting beside her. When DeLuca said 
she could stay, her attorneys com- 
plied with her request. Miss Columbo 
is not expected to testify. 


DcLUCA ALSO TESTIFIED how a 


cellmate, Clifford X. Childs, 29. duped 
him into giving him information about 
his upcoming murder trial. DeLuca 
said Childs used that information to 
frame him in an alleged plot to kill 
two key prosecution witnesses. 


Childs. who Is awaiting trial on 


three armed robbery charges, testi- 
fied DeLuca boasted to him of the 
murders, and solicited him to kill the 
witnesses. 


DeLuca said Childs used informa- 


tion he obtained from police reports in 
DeLuca's cell, and notes DeLuca pre- 
pared for his defense attorney, to fab- 
ricate the story. 


Childs framed DeLuca to gain favor 


with prosecutors, who promised him 
leniency on the robbery charges if he

\ab man in '75 coed slaying

Police in Normal Tuesday charged 


a former mental patient with the De- 
cember 1975 slaying of 21-year-old Ca- 
rol Rofstad, 512 Landmeier Rd., Elk 
Grove Village 


David P. Wittmer, 39, an inmate at 


Macon County Jail since April, is 
charged with the murder. 


Miss Rostad, who had been studying 


at Hie campus of Illinois Stale Univer- 
sity during the Christmas holidays, 
was beaten to death in front of her 


sorority house the evening of Dec, 22. 


Authorities said she died of massive 


brain damage after being struck three 
times on the head with a railroad tie. 


WITTMER, WHO police said has 


been a patient at several mental 
health institutions in the past 20 
years, has been jailed since April on a 
charge of robbing a 74-year-old Deca- 
tur woman. Police said his trial has 
been delayed until it is determined 
whether Wittmer is mentally fit to 
stand trial. 


Wittmer confessed five weeks ago 


that he murdered Miss Rofstad giving 
"sometimes hazy, sometimes specific 
details," of the slaying Ronald Dozier, 
McLean County states atorney said. 


"After five weeks of questioning 


mixed with tests on his mental condi- 
tion, I am reasonably convinced he's 
the one who killed Miss Rofstad," 
Dozier said. "As far as I'm con- 
cerned, his confessions are valid." 


The filing of the murder charge was 


delayed because of psychiatric tests, 


authorities said. 


NORMAL POLICE originally had 


ruled out robbery as a motive in the 
slaying, but Dozier said parts of Wit- 
tmer's confession indicate he tried to 
steal Miss Rofstad's purse. 


"Wittmer has repeatedly said he is a 


cigaret freak who only wanted to take 
money from Miss Rofstad's purse to 
buy more packs," Dozier said. 


Dozier said at the time Wittmer al- 


legedly killed Miss Rofstad he was a 
voluntary resident at the Johnson 


Shelter Care Home in nearby Bloom- 
ington "who was free to come and go 
as he pleased." 


Last April when Wittmer allegedly 


robbed the elderly woman he was a 
voluntarily committed patient at the 
time in Adolf Meyer Zone Center in 
Decatur, "He supposedly just strolled 
away both times," Dozier said. 


Wittmer 
will 
be 
arraigned 
in 


McLean County Court Friday where 
he will stand trial if authorities find 
him mentally fit. 


Nazis denied marching permit

A request by a Nazi group for a per- 


mit to march in the predominantly 
Jewish suburb of Skokie on the Fourth 
of July was denied by the village 
Tuesday. 


A Nazi spokesman at National So- 


cialist party of America headquar- 
ters in Chicago said the march will 
take place "only if we can overcome 
these legal technicalities' We're not 


going to march in illegally, no." 


Tlie planned march by the Nazis 


was buiding toward an explosive situ- 
ation. Rabbi Meier Kahane, leader of 
the Jewish Defense League, said last 
week he and "several thousand Jews" 
would use violence to stop the march, 


ALSO, A GROUP called the "run 


the Naxis Out Coalition" said it would 
try to prevent the march. 


Al Rigoni, administrative assistant 


to the Skokie village manager, said a 
letter was sent to Nazi headquarters 
indicating the permit request violated 
a code of the Skokie ordinance which 
"prohibits demonstrations 
by mem- 


bers of political parties wearing mili- 
tary-style uhifqrms." 


Referring to the uniforms, the Nazi 


spokesman said, "We're either going 
to march in as National Socialists or 
we're not going to march in at all." 


DAVID HAMLIN, executive director 


of the American Civil Liberties Union, 
said the ACLU would challenge the 
denial of the permit in court. 


"We have said from the outset that 


the're (ordinances) unconstitutional," 
Hamlin said. "It is my understanding 
we will challenge that denial . . . as 
soon as we're able to do so." 


The Nazis had tried to hold a rally 


in Skokie May 1, but a Cook County 
Circuit Court judge issued an in- 


junction April 28 prohibiting the gath- 
ering. 


The U.S. Supreme Court June 15 


ruled Illinois courts must allow the 
party to hold a rally in Skokie or give 
immediate 
appellate 
review 
to a 


court injunction barring the demon- 
stration. 


Frank Collin, Chicago Nazi party 


leader, announced the July 4 march 
following the Supreme Court's deci- 
sion.

work in the plant, to make bows and

And that's when his boss at the Wol-

I was shooting pretty good," Hoo- 
gerhyde boasted, "He let me take 
whatever equipment I needed, sent 
me to Grant Park in Chicago and I 
won it." 


Hoogerhyde never competed after 


1940, 
"because of my age, I guess." 


He worked for several bow and arrow 
manufacturers, attends archery camp 
in Pennsylvania each year and still is 
very interested in the sport. 


"I'VE BEEN WANTING for so long 


to teach the kids, but I never could 
get a place," he said. And after 10 
years of coaxing park officials his 
dream finally has come true. 


The one thing Hoogerhyde regrets 


about archery instruction is that the 
sport is seldom taught to boys. Girls 
may take archery lessons in high 
school and Illinois this year had its 
first state archery tournament for 
high school girls. 


"Why 
don't they teach it to boys?" 


Hoogerhyde wonders. "I think they 
think it's sissy. I hope to get more

Fight over Northwest Hwy. brews

The war over the resurfacing ol 


Northwest Highway has suddenly re- 
surfaced. 


The last time, the battleground was 


a 3.o-mile stretch of pockmarked high- 
way between Palos and Elmwood ave- 
nues in Palatine that endured two 
years of engineering changes and fi- 
nancial snags before resurfacing work 
was completed last July. 


This time, the setting is a mam- 


moth swath of Northwest Highway 
from Elmwocd to the Td-State Toll- 
way which slices through Palatine, 
Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect 
and Des Plalncs. Only about a mile of 
it lies in Palatine, but village officials 
are ready to renuw hostilities with the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation to 
fight the strings the state is attaching 
to the agreement. 


IN EXCHANGE FOR taking the 


bumps and holes out of the road, the 
state has asked PaJatine to pay 25 per 


cent of the cost of a new signal sys- 
tem at Rohlwing Road, and 100 per 
cent of the cost of future maintenance 
for signals and streets — a cost the 
state has borne in the past. 


"It's almost unbelievable," Village 


Mgr. 
Anton Harwig said. "It's a con- 


tract you see once in a lifetime. It 
ought to be framed." 


The village board agreed, and Mon- 


day night wasted no time in rejecting 
the deal.

HARWIG SAID THE board's deci-

Village board wrapup 
Median divider left out 
of Roselle Road project 


A median barrier that cars would be unable to 


cross will not be included in plans to widen Roselle 
Road to four lanes, Schaumburg officials have 
learned. 


Several Schaumburg and Hoffman Estates resi- 


dents and businessmen objected to the divider last 
week at an informational meeting on the project. 


At Tuesday's village board meeting Village Mgr. 


John E. Coste told trustees the Cook County High- 
way Dept. said the median will not be installed in 
the $6 million project. No explanation was given. The 
road will be widened to four lanes next year between 
Higgins and Irving Park roads. 


Business owners said their stores and offices would 


be inaccessible if the median is installed. The bar- 
rier was recommended by Village Engineer Joseh 
Zgonina as a safety measure and traffic control. 


The road project is being paid for with federal 


funds. The villages of Schaumburg, Hoffman Estates 
and Roselle are working with the county and the 
state Dept. of Transportation in preliminary plan- 
ning. 


Tower construction OK 


Trustees gave Union Oil Co. approval Tuesday to 


install a 220-foot microwave tower on the company's 
property at Meacham and Golf roads. 


The tower will be used in a "total communications 


system" being installed at the Schaumburg facility, 
a Union Oil official said. 


Crime stop bureau 


Village offcials instructed Coste to submit an ap- 


plication for state funding to establish a $105,000 
crime prevention bureau in Schaumburg. The offi- 
cials say 95 per cent of the cost could be paid by the 
state with 5 per cent coming from the village. 


Trustee Roy Zemack said the proposed bureau "is 


an attempt to reduce major crime in the village, 
particularly burglary and theft." While the grant is 
for a one-year period, Zemack said there is "a 
strong possibility" the grant would be renewed for at 
least two years.

He said he was home in bed Ma> 4, 


1976. when prosecutors say he and 
Miss Columbo.

BEFORE DeLUCA TOOK the stand, 


Miss Columbo cried as she begged her 
defense attorneys to let her stay in 
the courtroom while DeLuca testified.

But Miss Columbo pleaded with

cellmate. Clifford X. Childs, 29, duped 
him into giving him information about 
his upcoming murder trial.

\ab man in '75 coed slaying

Police in Normal Tuesday charged 


a former mental patient with the De- 
cember 1975 slaying of 21-year-old Ca- 
rol Rofstad, M Landmeier Rd., Elk 
Grove Village 


David P. Wittmer, 39, an inmate at 


Macon County Jail since April, is 
charged with Ihe murder. 


Miss Rostad, who had been studying 


at Hie cumpiis of Illinois State Univer- 
sity during the Christmas holidays, 
was beaten to death in front of her 


sorority house the evening of Dec. 22. 


Authorities said she died of massive 


brain damage after being struck three 
times on the head with a railroad tie. 


WITTMER, WHO police said has 


been a patient at several mental 
health institutions in the past 20 
years, has been jailed since April on a 
charge of robbing a 74-year-old Deca- 
tur woman. Police said his trial has 
been delayed until it is determined 
whether Wittmer is mentally [it to 
stand trial. 


Wittmer confessed five weeks ago 


that he murdered Miss Rofstad giving 
"sometimes hazy, sometimes specific 
details," of the slaying Ronald Dozier, 
McLean County states atorney said. 


"After five weeks of questioning 


mixed with tests on his mental condi- 
tion, I am reasonably convinced he's 
the one who killed Miss Rofstad," 
Dozier said 
"As far as I'm con- 


cerned, his confessions are valid." 


The filing of the murder charge was 


delayed because of psychiatric tests, 


authorities said. 


NORMAL POLICE originally had 


ruled out robbery as a motive in the 
slaying, but Dozier said parts of Wit- 
tmer's confession indicate he tried to 
steal Miss Rofstad's purse. 


"Wittmer has repeatedly said he is a 


cigaret freak who only wanted to take 
money from Miss Rofstad's purse to 
buy more packs," Dozier said. 


Dozier said at the time Wittmer al- 


legedly killed Miss Rofstad he was a 
voluntary resident at the Johnson 


Shelter Care Home in nearby Bloom- 
ington "who was free to come and go 
as he pleased." 


Last April when Wittmer allegedly 


robbed the elderly woman he was a 
voluntarily committed patient at the 
time in Adolf Meyer Zone Center in 
Decatur. "He supposedly just strolled 
away both times," Dozier said. 


Wittmer 
will 
be arraigned 
in 


McLean County Court Friday where 
he will stand trial if authorities find 
him mentally fit. 


Nazis denied marching permit

A request by a Nazi group for a per- 


mil to march in the predominantly 
Jewish suburb of Skokie on the Fourth 
of July was denied by the village 
Tuesday. 


A Nazi spokesman at National So- 


cialist party of America headquar- 
ters in Chicago said the march will 
take place "only if we can overcome 
these legal technicalities- We're not 


going to march in illegally, no/' 


The planned march by the Nazis 


was buiding toward an explosive situ- 
ation. Rabbi Meier Kahane, leader of 
the Jewish Defense League, said last 
week he and "several thousand Jews" 
would use violence to stop the march. 


ALSO, A GROUP called the "run 


the Naxis Out Coalition" said it would 
try to prevent the march. 


Al Rigoni, administrative assistant 


to the Skokie village manager, said a 
letter was sent to Nazi headquarters 
indicating the permit request violated 
a code of the Skokie ordinance which 
"prohibits demonstrations by mem- 
bers of political parties wearing mili- 
tary-style uniforms." 


Referring to the uniforms, the Nazi 


spokesman said, "We're either going 
to march in as National Socialists or 
we're not going to march in at all." 


DAVID HAMLIN, executive-director 


of the American Civil Liberties Union, 
said the ACLU would challenge the 
denial of the permit in court. 


"We have said from the outset that 


the're (ordinances) unconstitutional," 
Hamlin said. "It is my understanding 
we will challenge that denial . . . as 
soon as we're able to do so." 


The Nazis had tried to hold a rally 


in Skokie May 1, but a Cook County 
Circuit Court judge issued an in- 


junction April 28 prohibiting the gath- 
ering. 


The U.S. Supreme Court June 15 


ruled Illinois courts must allow the 
party to hold a rally in Skokie or give 
immediate appellate review to a 
court injunction barring the demon- 
stration. 


Frank Collin, Chicago Nazi party 


leader, announced the July 4 march 
following the Supreme Court's deci- 
sion.

of 2,000 to 2,500 students, adding class- 
rooms, cafeteria space and a field- 
house as needed. 


• Consider buying a second site of 


45 to 50 acres in the western part of 
he district. 


• Expand the present campus on 


Rte. 22 by purchasing eight to 10 
acres of adjacent property tor phys- 
cical education, athletics and parking 
facilities. 


From its first meeting in April the 


planning committee has leaned to- 
ward 
expanding Stevenson 
before 


building a second school. In addition, 


a recent community survey showed 
that 69 per cent of those responding 
preferred having the present campus 
expanded, 
Supt. Robert McKanna 


said. 


Ellis said he expects Stevenson to 


reach its maximum capacity of 1,600 
students in about three years. With 
2,500 students set as a ceiling for the 
size of Stevenson, a new school prob- 
ably will not be nesded for at least 10 
years, he said. 


ALTHOUGH A second school' may 


not be necessary until the late 1980s. 
Ellis said rapidly rising land costs 
and the availability of property makes 
it beneficial to purchase land in the 
near future. 


Stevenson is located at the eastern 


end of the district near Lincolnshire. 
However, most future growth in hous- 
ing is expected to occur in the Buffalo

the summer will play a major role in 
total revenues, Glueckert said. A long 
spell of poor weather could wipe out 
present increases, he said. 


Trustee Clarice Rech, who headed a 


committee which worked for village 
acquisition of the course, said she was 
pleased with the revenue increase. 


"If it keeps on I'm really glad be- 


cause the first year was crucial as to 
where we stand," she said, referring 
to the village paying for the course. 


VILLAGE RESIDENTS in February 


approved 
purchase 
of the course 


through a $1.1 million loan from the 
Allstate Insurance Co. The village 
must repay the loan in the next 15 
years. 


Repayment plans devised by Mrs. 


R e c h ' s committee foresee using 
course revenues to repay the majority 
of the loan and levying a special tax 
that would amount to aii average $1.40 
,per year in additional taxes for a 
home with a $10,000 assessed valu- 
ation. 


Mrs. Rech said it is too early to say 


whether the revenue surplus will 
mean an abatement of that tax this 
year. 


"We know we have a Nov. 1 pay- 


ment. We can talk about it (a tax 
abatement) after Nov. 1," Mrs. Rech 
said. The November payment will be 
approximately $55,765.

Plans set for Rob Roy building 


Plans to convert the Rob Roy Golf 


Course near Mount Prospect into a 
"high class" residential development 
with a nine-hole golf course are being 
prepared b yattorneys and planners 
for the owners of the golf course. 


Jerome S. Schain, attorney for the 


McDonald family, the owners of the 
property, said the nine-hole golf 
course is an attempt to preserve part 
of the 180-acre site as open space. 


The McDonalds have applied to 


Cook Cook County for rezoning of the 
land from single-family to multi-fami- 
ly. Details on the proposed number of 
units per acre were not available. 
They also have applied for a special- 
use permit thot will enable the devel- 
oper to keep the nine-hole golf course 
on the site. 


THE COOK COUNTY Zoning Board 


of Appeals last fall turned down a 
plan by Centex Homes of Illinois Inc. 
to build a 551-home subdivision on the 
27-hole golf course at the northeast 
corner of Euclid Avenue and Wheeling 
Road. Residents have strongly ob- 
jected to plans to develop-the land, 
saying it should be maintained as 
open space. 


Schain said planners are "working 


feverishly" to come up with a plan 
acceptable to the board and residents. 


He said that because a higher-den- 


sity development is more profitable 
for a developer, planning a subdivi- 
sion with a golf course is "hard and 
complicated to do." 


"We're trying to maintain as much 


open space as we can and still make 
it economical," Schain said. 


SCHAIN SAID planners will contact 


officials of Prospect Heights, Mount 
Prospect and neighboring park dis- 
tricts to seek their opinions on the 
new proposal. 


Several public taxing bodies, such 


as Wheeling Township, the River 
Trails Park District and the City of 
Prospect Heights have shown an in- 
terest in attaining the golf course to 
preserve it as open space. The land 
was valued at $7 million by Schain. 


Terry Mongoven of the Rob Roy 


Preservation Steering Committee said 
his reaction to the new plan "is not 
good." 


"I wouldn't like to see that devel- 


oped in any way as a residential 


area," Mongoven said. "I think it 
.should remain as recreational space." 


AT THE URGING of the steering 


committee, Wheeling Township is fi- 
nancing a $3,500 study of the recrea- 
tional and leisure needs of the-town- 
ship with the idea that those needs 
could be provided by maintaining Rob 
Roy as a recreational area. 


Mongoven said he had hoped the 


McDonalds would not make another 
attempt to develop the land until the 
results of that study are in. 


Schain said that a public hearing 


before the county zoning board of ap- 
peals probably will not take place un- 
til mid-August or September. Mong- 
overn said he anticipates completion 
of the steering committee's study of 
Rob Roy about the same time. 


Boundary talks to resume soon 


Boundary discussions between Buf- 


falo Grove and Wheeling will reopen 
soon because of the efforts of Buffalo 
Grove Village Pres. Edward Fabish. 


But while Buffalo Grove trustees 


Monday voted 4 to 1 to resume dis- 
cussions begun in late May, they say 
they still oppose attempts by Wheel- 
ing to annex land around the Chevy 
Chase Golf Course, 1000 N. Milwaukee 
Ave.

agreement. 


"I think it was a poor position to 


take," Fabish said, because it "left 
Wheeling with the impression we 
wouldn't talk." 


"For the betterment of both com- 


munities we should keep those com- 
munities open and right now they're 
not," Fabish said. 


Trustee 
Clarice 
Rech said the 


board's position "never 'closed any 
doors" on discussion. 


TRUSTEE HOWARD Keister said 


(he saw no reason to rescind the 
earlier position. "If you want to dis- 
cuss something, make that motion," 


he told Fabish. 


The board then approved reopening 


boundary discussions, 
but opposed 


putting the village's agreement with 
Lake County regarding sewer use on 
any meeting agenda.

Planner urges rejection 


of bid for senior housing 
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The Wheeling village planner has 


recommended the village deny a 
request for low-income senior citizen 
housing at the northwest corner of 
Manchester Drive and Milwaukee Av- 
enue. 


In a letter to village officials, 


Thomas Dyke village planner, said 
the site is not suitable for the senior 
citizen project. The letter was pre- 
sented at a public hearing before the 
village zoning board of appeals' 


Dyke said the site is "poorly located 


for residential use" because of com- 
mercial and light-industrial properties 
located on Milwaukee Avenue. 


HE ALSO NOTED that the neatest 


service facilities are one-half mile 
north of the site and that' there are no 
social services facilities "within a 
comfortable walking distance." 


The proposed site's proximity to 


single-family housing also poses a 
problem, Dyke said. He said, "There 
are serious potential conflicts because 
of the varying lifestyles between fami- 
lies and the elderly." 


The site is adjacent to the Meadow- 


brook subdivision, which was built in 
the 1950s. 


Thomas Markus, assistant village 


manager; registered similar objec- 
tions to the project in a letter to the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission. He said the proposed project 


conflicts with the current single-fami- 
ly zoning of the property and with 
commercial zoning proposed for the 
site under the village master plan. 


MARKUS ALSO NOTED that the 


closest p*ublic transportation is one- 
half mile away from the project. 


S. Guy Fishman, a Northbrook ar- 


chitect who is developing the proposed 
project, said federal authorities had 
read the report of Dyke and Markus 
but "had a different opinion." 


"They saw fit to issue a com- 


mitment for $2 million dollars and I 
think their criteria is as stiff as any 
by Tom Dyke." 


Fishman is seeking zoning vari- 


ations for the $2 million proposed 
housing complex for the elderly and 
low-income families. He is seeking a 


reduction in the number of parking' 
spaces for the development and a re- 
duction in the minimum floor area for 
one-bedroom apartments. 


Fishman also will appear before the 


village plan commission July 14 to 
ask rezoning of the property from 
single-family to multifamily units. He 
plans to construct 76 units, 60 of which 
will be rented to the elderly and 16 
low-income families. Fishman's plans 
call for construction of one 3-story 
brick building of 60 units and two 
8-unit buildings on the four-acre site. 


Tenants will pay 20 per cent of their 


income for rent with subsidies from 
the U.S. Dept. of Housing and Urban 
Development paying the remainder. 
HUD has pledged to allocate about 
$350,000 for rent subsidies.

stand Tuesday, and denied he killed 
the family of his lover, Patricia Col- 
umbo. 


Speaking in flat, emotionless tones 


DeLuca. 39, pleaded his innocence be- 
fore jurors, saying he was the victim 
of a frame-up by police. 


He said he was home in bed May 4. 


1976, when prosecutors say he and 
Miss Columbo, 21, murdered her par- 
ents. Frank and Mary Columbo, and 
her 13-year-old brother, Michael, of 
Elk Grove Village. 


BEFORE DeLUCA TOOK the stand. 


Miss Columbo cried as she begged her 
defense attorneys to let her stay in 
the courtroom while DeLuca testified. 


Her attorneys rested their defense 


case Tuesday, and said they planned 
to remove her from the courtroom be- 
fore DeLuca testified. 


But Miss Columbo pleaded with 


them and spoke to DeLuca, who was 
sitting beside her. When DeLuca said 
she could stay, her attorneys com- 
plied with her request. Miss Columbo 
is not expected to testify. 


DeLUCA ALSO TESTIFIED how a 


cellmate. Clifford X. Chllds, 29, duped 
him into giving him information about 
his upcoming murder trial. DeLuca 
said Chilcls used that information to 
frame him In an alleged plot to kill 
two key prosecution witnesses. 


Chllds. who is awaiting trial on 


three armed robbery charges, testi- 
fied DeLuca boasted to him of the 
murders, and solicited him to kill the 
witnesses. 


DeLuca said Childs used Informa- 


tion he obtained from police reports in 
DeLuca's cell, and notes DeLuca pre- 
pared for his defense attorney, to fab- 
ricate the story.

Police in Normal Tuesday charged 


a former mental patient with the De- 
cember 1975 slaying of 21-year-old Ca- 
rol Rofstad, 512 Landmeier Rd., Elk 
Grove Village 


David P. Wittmer, 39, an inmate at 


Macon County Jail since April, is 
charged with the murder. 


Miss Rostad, who had been studying 


al the campus of Illinois State Univer- 
sity during the Christmas holidays, 
was beaten to death in front of her 


sorority house the evening of Dec. 22. 


Authorities said she died of massive 


brain damage after being struck three 
times on the head with a railroad tie. 


WITTMER, WHO police said has 


been a- patient at several mental 
health institutions in. the past 20 
years, has been jailed since April on a 
charge of robbing a 74-year-old Deca- 
tur woman. Police said his trial has 
been delayed until'it is determined 
whether Wittmer is mentally tit to 
stand trial. 


Wittmer confessed five weeks ago 


that he murdered Miss Rofstad giving 
"sometimes hazy, sometimes specific 
details," of the slaying Ronald Dozier, 
McLean County states atorney said. 


"After five weeks of questioning 


mixed with tests on his mental condi- 
tion, I am reasonably convinced he's 
the one who killed Miss Rofstad," 
Dozier said. "As far as I'm con- 
cerned, his confessions are valid." 


The filing of the murder charge was 


delayed because of psychiatric tests, 


authorities said. 


NORMAL POLICE originally had 


ruled out robbery as a motive in the 
slaying, but Dozier said parts of Wit- 
tmer's confession indicate he tried to 
steal Miss Rofstad's purse. 


"Wittmer has repeatedly said he is a 


cigaret freak who only wanted to take 
money from Miss Rofstad's purse to 
buy more packs," Dozier said. 


Dozier said at the time Wittmer al- 


legedly killed Miss Rofstad he was a 
voluntary resident at the Johnson 


Shelter Care Home in nearby Bloom- 
ington "who was free to come and go 
as he pleased." 


Last April when Wittmer allegedly 


robbed the elderly woman he was a 
voluntarily committed patient at the 
time in Adolf Meyer Zone Center in 
Decatur "He supposedly just strolled 
away both tiroes," Dozier said. 


Wittmer 
will be arraigned in 


McLean County Court Fnday where 
he will stand trial if authorities find 
him mentally fit. 


Nazis denied marching permit

A request by a Nazi group for a per- 


mit to march in the predominantly 
Jewish suburb of Skokie on the Fourth 
of July was denied by the village 
Tuesday. 


A Nazi spokesman at National So- 


cialist party of America headquar- 
ters in Chicago said the march will 
take place "only if we can overcome 
these legal technicalities' We're not 


going to march in illegally, no." 


The planned march by the Nazis 


was buiding toward an explosive situ- 
ation Rabbi Meier Kahane, leader of 
the Jewish Defense League, said last 
week he and "several thousand Jews" 
would use violence to stop the march. 


ALSO. A GROUP called the "run 


the Naxis Out Coalition" said it would 
try to prevent the march. 


Al Rlgoni, administrative assistant 


to the Skokie village manager, said a 
letter was sent to Nazi headquarters 
indicating the permit request violated 
a code of the Skokie ordinance which 
"prohibits demonstrations by mem- 
bers of political parties wearing mili- 
tary-style uniforms." 


Referring to the uniforms, the Nazi 


spokesman said, "We're either going 
to march in as National Socialists or 
we're not going to march in at all." 


DAVID HAMLIN, executive director 


of the American Civil Liberties Union, 
said the ACLU would challenge the 
denial of the permit in court. 


"We have said from the outset lhat 


the're (ordinances) unconstitutional," 
Hamlin said. "It is my understanding 
we will challenge that denial 
, 
as 


soon as we're able to do so." 


The Nazis had tried to hold a rally 


in Skokie May 1, but a Cook County 
Circuit Court judge issued an in- 


junction April 28 prohibiting the gath- 
ering. 


The U S Supreme Court June 15 


ruled Illinois courts must allow the 
party to hold a rally in Skokie or give 
immediate appellate review to a 
court injunction barring the demon- 
stration. 


Frank Collin, Chicago Nazi party 


leader, announced the July 4 march 
following the Supreme Court's deci- 
sion. 


'Militant9 teachers blamed 
for Dist. 63 principal swap 


The switch of two principals in East 


Maine Dist. 63 was protested Tuesday 
night by more than 60 parents who 
charged that the unpopular move was 
cuascd by a handful of militant teach- 
ers 


The parents obiected to the trans- 


fer of James Lumb, principal of 
Apollo Junior High School, to Twain 
school and his replacement by Robert 
Jablon, currently principal at Twain. 


Both Lumb and Jablon have in- 


dicated they would prefer to stay at 
their present schools. 


THE PRINCIPAL swap was ar- 


ranged to remedy problems at Apollo 
stemming from a conflict between 
Lumb and several teachers, officials 
and parents said. 


Several parents from Apollo, 10100 


Dee Rd., Des.Plaines, charged that 
the clash at the junior high school was 
because of teacher union activists who 
were harassing Lumb. 


But parents from Twain, 9401 Ham- 


lin Ave., Des Plaines, said they did 
want to give up Jablon to solve a 
problem at another school. 


"Whether the problem is 'militant 


union situation,' or disgruntled teach- 
ers, or a poor administration, we at 
Mark Twain do not feel ~that we 
should be forced to deal with it," said 
Brenda Ferdman, in a letter from the 
Twain PTA. 


"WE FEEL THAT a handful of 


teachers should not be allowed to in- 
timidate the administration, faculty, 
parents and children to such an extent 
that the board has to take such dras- 
tic measures as to relocate two princi- 
pals and disrupt two schools," Mrs. 
Ferdman said. 


The decision to transfer the princi- 


pals was announced two weeks ago 
and immediately was followed by par- 
ent and teacher protests. 


In a show of support for Jablon, 


Twain teachers refused to enter the 
school June 17, the last day of school, 
and held their classes outdoors. 


At Tuesday's board of education 


meeting, Board Pres Larry Reiss 
apologized to the parents for the 
abrupt announcement of the princi- 
pals' relocation. He said, however, the 
board felt the move "is in the best 
interests of the children." 


After Reiss said there are "parties 


and factions at Apollo creating dis- 
ruption," parents yelled "then trans- 
fer the teachers" rather than Lumb. , 


THE PARENTS THEN engaged in 


a shouting match with Reiss, charging 
that the board is controlled by the 
teachers union.

Northwest Hwy. is battleground again

The war over the resurfacing ol 


Northwest Highway has suddenly re- 
surfaced. 


The last time, the battleground was 


a 3.3-mile stretch of pockmarked high- 
way between Palos and Elmwood ave- 
nues in Palatine that endured two 
years ot engineering changes and fi- 
nancial snags before resurfacing work 
was completed last July. 


This time, the setting is a mam- 


moth swath of Northwest Highway 
from Elmwood to the Tri-State Toll- 
way which slices through Palatine, 
Arlington Heights, Mount Prospect 
and Des Plaines. Only about a mile of 
it lies in Palatine, but village officials 
are ready to renew hostilities with the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation to 
fight the strings the state is attaching 
to the agreement. 


IN EXCHANGE FOR taking the 


bumps and holes out of the road, the 
state has asked Palatine to pay 25 per 
cent of the cost of a new signal sys- 
tem at Rohlwing Road, and 100 per 
cent of the cost of future maintenance 
for sjgnals and streets — a cost the 
state has borne in the past. 


"It's almost unbelievable," Village 


Mgr. Anton Harwig said. "It's a con- 
tract you see once in a lifetime. It 
ought to be framed."

Depression dream in '36 
built Prospect Heights

Prospect Heights has a story which 


begins long 
before the city's in- 


corporation a year and a half ago. 


It begins long before there was even 


serious talk of making the community 
of modest homes and spacious lots 
into a town. 


It begins 31 years ago and centers 


around a little gas station on the cor- 
ner of Elmhurst and Camp McDonald 
roads It is, most of all, about a sales- 
man named Carlton Smith. 


Smith and tluit little gas station 


served to stimulate a community feel- 
ma out of which the City of Prospect 
Heights eventually was born. 


EDWARD DRESSELHUYS, 66. of 


3fiQ E. Marion St.. was one of Pros- 
pect Heights' first settlers, moving 
into a split-level house built by Smith 
in 1H40 


"Carlton Smith — he'd been selling 


vacuum cleaners door to door, I'm 
told, and had a dream he could create 
a 
development," 
Dresselhuys 
re- 


called. 


Smith approached the empty farm- 


land north oE Mount Prospect with vi- 
sions, of a community for white collar 
workers Jolted by the Depression. 


In 1936, he Joined forces with a man 


named Allen Dawson and together 
they began building homes. 


"DAWSON WAS kind of the quiet 


partner, while Smith was an exuber- 
ant, imaginative hulk of a big man 
who didn't know any bounds," Dres- 
selhuys said. 


Because of the contagious optimism 


he generated, houses began to spring 
up slowly, but steadily, at a time 
when lots and half-built houses lay va- 
cant in other towns. 


"It was the Depression then. Every- 


one was so depressed and down. 
People had been put out of their 
homes," Dresselhuys said. 


People were wary of buying new 


homes. The federal government at- 
tempted to stimulate the housing mar- 
ket through Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration guaranteed mortgages, which 
required only a 10 per cent down pay- 
ment. 


THE PROGRAM WAS off to a slow 


start in most parts of the country. 
But, in Prospect Heights, it was work- 
ing so well that Smith was asked to 
testify before a Senate Committee 
about the success story in his devel- 
opment. 


"I think it had a lot to do with the 


chemistry he brought to it," Dressel- 
huys said. "People wanted to buy a 
house. He, with his enthusiasm, gave 
them the push they needed." 


He sometimes lent the down pay- 


ment to prospective house buyers, if 
they could not afford it. 


Smith also set up the Prospect 


Heights Improvement Assn,, which 
unofficially governed the 
unofficial 


town until it incorporated Jan. 31, 
1976. 


HE CONSTRUCTED the town's first 


shopping center in 1930. It still stands

Smith, then in his 60s, retired to 


Florida in 1955, leaving a well-estab- 
lished town that now is populated with 
more than 13,000 persons. Residents 
have lost touch with him since then. 


Across from the shopping center 


was a small gas station, which is still 
pumping gas today as a Texaco sta- 
tion. 


It became a gathering place, a spot 


for catching up on gossip or grabbing 
a quick lunch. 


"HAROLD LAMB used to run that 


gas station. He was a southerner — 
just a big, old folksy guy," Dressel- 
huys said. "He had the unofficial post 
office there. That's why everybody 
gathered there." 


Lamb also served hot meals and 


sold newspapers, cigarets and pop. 
Once or twice a week a mortgager 
from Chicago would set up a table 
there and sell houses. 


Lamb was sort of a jack-of-all- 


trades, Dresselhuys said. 


"He was elected constable once, but 


after he found out he had to have a 
hand pistol, he resigned right away. 
He was so afriad of guns," he said. 


"He had an elongated car and he 


ran a bus service to take us to the 
train. It was a little undependable. We 
used to push it as much as we rode in 
it in the winter." 


Lamb eventually sold his business 


and moved out of the area, 


BECAUSE 
PEOPLE 
saw 
their 


neighbors often, picking up mail or 
riding the bus, a community spirit be- 
gan to develop. 


"You kept running into each other, 


so things would naturally be close 
knit," Dresselhuys said. 


Everyone pitched in to help neigh- 


bors in trouble — such as when a 
house flooded. 


"Smitty (Smith) didn't have any 


background in real estate, so some 
homes were built on low grounds," he 
said. 


When the slough along Hillside Ave- 


nue overflowed, a joint effort was 
made to keep the water from dam- 
aging nearby property. 


"I can remember 30-40 volunteers 


digging a ditch," he said. 


TODAY, VOLUNTEERS still work 


together to prevent flooding — al- 
though not as many. About five to 10 
people wade through McDonald Creek 
each year to clear out blockages 
which might back up the stream into 
basements. 


•With a city-size population, the com- 


munity now is divided into many dif- 
ferent interests and activities, Dres- 
selhuys said. 


"Community spirit certainly was 


proliferated. Lots of people I see are 
active. What's different is the activity 
used to be centralized," he said. 


The gas station now is just a gas 


stop, the post office just a place to 
pick up mail. A bus still takes resi- 
dents to the Mount Prospect train sta- 
tion, but the riders are mostly strang- 
ers. 


Still, that community spirit re- 


mains.

Cop firing 
upheld by 
city panel 


The firing of former Des Plaines po« 


liceman Daniel Carr has been upheld 
by the Des Plaines Board of-Fire and 
Police Commissioners, which was or- 
dered in April to reconsider the case. 


Carr, 37, of 2535 Stiffield Ct, was 


fired in September of last year for al- 
legedly selling abandoned cars to an 
auto crushing firm without police per- 
mission. In firing Carr, the board 
charged him with conduct unbecom- 
ing a police officer, violations of state 
and local laws and obstruction of jus- 
tice. 


Judge Arthur L. Dunne, acting on 


Carr's appeal of the firing, in April 
invalidated the last charge, and asked 
the board to reconsider the firing. He 
upheld the other two charges. 


THE BOARD Monday ruled not to 


reinstate Carr on the force. Carr 
could not be reached for comment re- 
garding a possible appeal of the rul- 
ing. 


Carr was fired because he removed 


three abandoned cars from 1275 Lee 
St. without police permission some- 
time between June 4 and June 11, 
1976. Carr testified during the hear- 
ings that he sold the three cars to an 
auto crushing firm. He refused to dis- 
close the name of the car crushing 
firm, or how much he was paid. 


The police department had placed 


tow stickers on the cars, and the city 
contended that the vehicles should not 
have been removed from the location 
during the seven-day warning period. 


DURING THE hearings, Richard 


Deithloff of KHD Inc., a Des Plaines 
wrecking firm, testified he gave Carr 
permission to remove the autos. 
Deithloff said the firm was doing sal- 
vage work at the Lee Street address 
and had signed a contract with the 
owners of the property for salvage 
rights, including the abandoned cars. 


Although Carr was fired, no crimi- 


nal charges were filed against him. 


Police Chief Arthur Hintz Tuesday 


said the police and fire board refused 
to give Carr his old job. He would not 
comment further.

stand Tuesday, and denied he killed 
the family of his lover, Patricia Col- 
umbo. 


Speaking in flat, emotionless tones 


DeLuca, 39, pleaded his innocence be- 
fore jurors, saying he was the victim 
of a frame-up by police. 


He said he was home in bed May 4, 


1076. when prosecutors say ho and 
Miss Columbo, zi, murdered her par- 
ents, Frank and Mary Columbo, and 
her 13-year-old brother, Michael, of 
Elk Grove Village. 


BEFORE DeLUCA TOOK the stand, 


Miss Columbo cried as she begged her 
defense attorneys to let her stay in 
the courtroom while DcLuca testified. 


Her attorneys rested their defense 


case Tuesday, and said they planned 
to remove her from the courtroom be- 
fore DeLuca testified. 


But Miss Columbo pleaded with 


them and spoke to DeLuca, who was 
sitting beside her. When DeLuca said 
she could stay, her attorneys com- 
plied with her request, Miss Columbo 
is not expected to testify. 


DeLUCA ALSO TESTIFIED how a 


cellmate, Clifford X. Clu'lds, 29, duped 
him into giving him information about 
his upcoming murder trial. DeLuca 
said Childs used that information to 
frame him in an alleged plot to kill 
two key prosecution witnesses. 


Childs, who Is awaiting trial on 


three armed robbery charges, testi- 
fied DeLuca boasted to him of the 
murders, and solicited him to kill the 
witnesses.

\ab man in '75 coed slaying

Police in Normal Tuesday charged 


a former mental patient with the De- 
cember 1975 slaying of 21-year-old Ca- 
rol Rofstad, 512 Landmeier Rd., Elk 
Grove Village. 


David P. Wittmer, 39, an inmate at 


Macon County Jail since April, is 
charged with the murder. 


Miss Rostad, who had been studying 


at the campus of Illinois State Univer- 
sity during the Christmas holidays, 
was beaten to death in front of her 


sorority house the evening of Dec. 22. 


Authorities said she died of massive 


brain damage after being struck three 
times on the head with a railroad tie. 


WITTMER, WHO police said has 


been a patient at several mental 
health institutions in the past 20 
years, has been jailed since April on a 
charge of robbing a 74-year-old Deca- 
tur woman. Police said his trial has 
been delayed until it is determined 
whether Wittmer is mentally fit to 
stand trial. 


Wittmer confessed five weeks ago 


that he murdered Miss Rofstad giving 
"sometimes hazy, sometimes specific 
details," of the slaying Ronald Dozier, 
McLean County states atorney said. 


"After five weeks of questioning 


mixed with tests on his mental condi- 
tion, I am reasonably convinced he's 
the one who killed Miss Rofstad," 
Dozier said. "As far as I'm con- 
cerned, his confessions are valid." 


The filing of the murder charge was 


delayed because of psychiatric tests, 


authorities said. 


NORMAL POLICE originally had 


ruled out robbery as a motive in the 
slaying, but Dozier said parts of Wit- 
tmer's confession indicate he tried to 
steal Miss Rofstad's purse. 


"Wittmer has repeatedly said he is a 


cigaret freak who only wanted to take 
money from Miss Rofstad's purse to 
buy more packs," Dozier said. 


Dozier said at the time Wittmer al- 


legedly killed Miss Rofstad he was a 
voluntary resident at the Johnson 


Shelter Care Home in nearby Bloom- 
ington "who was free to come.and go 
as he pleased." 


Last April when Wittmer allegedly

Nazis denied marching permit 


by United Press International 


A request by a Nazi group for a per- 


mit to march in the predominantly 
Jewish suburb of Skokie on the Fourth 
of July was denied by the village 
Tuesday. 


A Nazi spokesman at National So- 


cialist party of America headquar- 
ters in Chicago said the march will 
take place "only if we can overcome 
these legal technicalities We're not 


going to march in illegally, no." 


The planned march by the Nazis 


was buiding toward an explosive situ- 
ation. Rabbi Meier Kahane, leader of 
the Jewish Defense League, said last 
•week he and "several thousand Jews" 
would use violence to stop the march. 


ALSO, A GROUP called the "run 


the Naxis Out Coalition" said it would 
try to prevent the inarch. 


Al Rigoni, administrative assistant 


to the Skokie village manager, said a 
letter was sent to Nazi headquarters 
indicating the permit request violated 
a code of the Skokie ordinance which 
"prohibits demonstrations by mem- 
bers of political parties wearing mili- 
tary-style uniforms." 


Referring to the uniforms, the Nazi 


spokesman said, "We're either going 
to march in as National Socialists or 
we're not going to march in at all." 


DAVID HAMLIN, executive director 


of the American Civil Liberties Union, 
said the ACLU would challenge the 
denial of the permit in court. 


"We have said from the outset that 


the're (ordinances) unconstitutional," 
Hamlin said. "It is my understanding 
we will challenge that denial . . . as 
soon as we're able to do so." 


The Nazis had tried to hold a rally 


in Skokie May 1, but a Cook County 
Circuit Court judge issued an in- 


junction April 28 prohibiting the gath- 
ering. 


The U.S. Supreme Court June 15 


ruled Illinois courts must allow the 
party to hold a rally in Skokie or give 
immediate appellate review to a 
court injunction barring the demon- 
stration. 


Frank Collin, Chicago Nazi party 


leader, announced the July 4 march 
following the Supreme Court's deci- 
sion. 


Planner urges rejection 
of bid for senior housing 


The Wheeling village planner has 


recommended the village deny a 
request for low-income senior citizen 
housing at the northwest corner of 
Manchester Drive and Milwaukee Av- 
enue. 


In a letter to village 
officials, 


Thomas Dyke village planner, said 
the site is not suitable for the senior 
citizen project. The letter was pre- 
sented at a public hearing before the 
village zoning board of appeals' 


Dyke said the site is "poorly located 


for residential use" because of com- 
mercial and light-industrial properties 
located on Milwaukee Avenue. 


HE ALSO NOTED that the nearest 


service facilities are one-half mile 
north of the site and that there are no 
social services facilities "within a 
comfortable walking distance." 


The proposed site's proximity to 


single-family housing also poses a 


problem, Dyke said. He said, "There 
are serious potential conflicts because 
of the varying lifestyles between fami- 
lies and the elderly." 


The site is adjacent to the Meadow- 


brook subdivision, which was built in 
the 1950s. 


Thomas Markus, assistant village 


manager, registered similar objec- 
tions to the project in a letter to the 
Northeastern Illinois Planning Com- 
mission. He said the proposed project 
conflicts with the current single-fami- 
ly zoning of the property and with 
commercial zoning proposed for the 
site under the village master plan. 


MARKUS ALSO NOTED that the 


closest public transportation is one- 
half mile away from the project. 


S. Guy Fishman,' a Northbrook ar- 


chitect who is developing the proposed 
project, said federal authorities had 
read the report of Dyke and Markus 


but "had, a different opinion." 


"They' saw fit to issue a com- 


mitment for $2 million dollars and I 
think their criteria is as stiff as any 
by Tom Dyke." 


Fishman is seeking zoning vari- 


ations for the $2 million proposed 
housing complex for the elderly and 
low-income families. He is seeking a 
reduction in the number of parking 
spaces for the development and a re- 
duction in the minimum floor area for 
one-bedroom apartments. 


Fishman also will appear before the 


village plan commission July 14 to 
ask rezoning of the property from 
single-family to multifamily units.,He 
plans to construct 76 units, 60 of which 
will be rented to the elderly and 16 
low-income families. Fishman's plans 
call for construction of one 3-story 
brick building of 60 units and two 
8-unit buildings on the four-acre site.

Depression dream in '36 
built Prospect Heights 


by DEBBE JONAK 


Prospect Heights has a story which 


begins long before the city's in- 
corporation a year and a half ago. 


It begins long before there was even 


serious talk of making the community 
of modest homes and spacious lots 
into a town. 


It begins 31 years ago and centers 


around a little gas station on the cor- 
ner of Elmhurst and Camp McDonald 
roads. It is, most of all, about a sales- 
man named Carlton Smith. 


Smith and that little gas station 


served to stimulate a community feel- 
ing out of which the City of Prospect 
Heights eventually was born. 


EDWARD DRESSELHUYS, 66, of 


300 E. Marion St., was one of Pros- 
pect Heights' first settlers, moving 
into a split-level house built by Smith 
in 1940. 


"Carlton Smith — he'd been selling 


vacuum cleaners door to door, I'm 
told, and had a dream he could create 
a 
development," 
Dresselhuys 
re- 


called. 


Smith approached the empty farm- 


land north of Mount Prospect with vi- 
sions of a community for white collar 
workers jolted by the Depression. 


In 1936, he joined forces with a man 


named Allen Dawson and together 
they began building homes. 


"DAWSON WAS kind of the quiet 


partner, while Smith was an exuber- 
ant, imaginative hulk of a big man 
who didn't know any bounds," Dres- 
selhuys said. 


Because of the contagious optimism 


lie generated, houses began to spring 
up slowly, but steadily, at a time 
when lots and half-built houses lay va- 
cant in other towns. 


"It was the Depression then. Every- 


one was so depressed 
and down. 


People had been put out of their 
homes," Dresselhuys said. 


People were wary of buying new 


homes. The federal government at- 
tempted to stimulate the housing mar- 
ket through Federal Housing Adminis- 
tration guaranteed mortgages, which 


required only a 10 per cent down pay- 
ment. 


THE PROGRAM WAS off to a slow 


start in most parts of the country. 
But, in Prospect Heights, it was work- 
ing so well that Smith was asked to 
testify before a Senate Committee 
about the success story in his devel- 
opment. 


"I think it had a lot to do with the 


chemistry he brought to it," Dressel- 
huys said. "People wanted to buy a 
house. He, with his enthusiasm, gave 
them the push they needed." 


He sometimes lent the down pay- 


ment to prospective- house buyers, if 
they could not afford it. 


Smith also set up the Prospect 


Heights Improvement Assn., which 
unofficially governed the 
unofficial 


town until il incorporated Jan. 31, 
1976. 


HE CONSTRUCTED the town's first 


shopping center in 1930. It still stands 
on the northeast corner of Elmhurst 
and Camp McDonald roads and will 
be pictured on the 1978 city vehicle 
stickers. 


Smith, then in his 60s, retired to 


Florida in 1955, leaving a well-estab- 
lished town that now is populated with 
more than 13,000 persons. Residents 
have lost touch with him since then. 


Across from the shopping center 


was a small gas station, which is still 
pumping gas today as a Texaco sta- 
tion. 


It became a gathering place, a spot 


for catching up on gossip or grabbing 
a quick lunch. 


"HAROLD LAMB used to run that 


gas station. He was a southerner — 
just a big, old folksy guy," Dressel- 
huys said. "He had the unofficial post 
oftice there. That's why everybody 
gathered there." 


Leinb also served hot meals and 


sold newspapers, cigarets and pop. 
Once or twice a week a mortgager 
from Chicago would set up a table 
there and sell houses. 


Lamb was sort <bf a jack-of-all- 


trades, Dresselhuys said. 


"He was elected constable once, but 


after he found out he had to have a 
hand pistol, he resigned right away. 
He was so afriad of guns," he said. 


"He had an elongated car and he 


ran a bus service to take us to the 
train. It was a little undependable. We 
used to push it as much as we rode in 
it in the winter." 


Lamb eventually sold his business 


and moved out of the area. 


BECAUSE 
PEOPLE 
saw 
their 


neighbors often, picking up mail or 
riding the bus, a community spirit be- 
gan to develop. 


"You kept running into each other, 


so things would naturally be close 
knit," Dresselhuys said. 


Everyone pitched in to help neigh- 


bors in trouble — such as when a 
house flooded. 


"Smitty (Smith) didn't have any 


background in real estate, so some 
homes were built on. low grounds," he 
said. 


When the slough along Hillside Ave- 


nue overflowed, a joint effort was 
made to keep the water from dam- 
aging nearby property. 


"I can remember 30-40 volunteers 


digging a ditch," he said. 


TODAY, VOLUNTEERS still work 


together to prevent flooding — al- 
though not as many. About five to 10 
people wade through McDonald Creek 
each year to clear out blockages 
which might back up the stream into 
basements. 


With a city-size population, the com- 


munity now is divided into many dif- 
ferent interests and activities, Dres- 
selhuys said. 


"Community spirit certainly was 


proliferated. Lots of people I see are 
active. What's different is the activity 
used to be centralized," he said. 


The gas station now is just a gas 


stop, the post office just a place to 
pick up mail. A bus still takes resi- 
dents to the Mount Prospect train sta- 
tion, but the riders are mostly strang- 
ers. 


Still, that 
community 
spirit re- 


mains. 


Boundary 
talks to 
resume 


Boundary discussions between Buf- 


falo Grove and Wheeling will reopen 
soon because of the efforts of Buffalo 
Grove Village Pres. Edward Fabish. 


But while Buffalo Grove trustees 


Monday voted 4 to 1 to resume dis- 
cussions begun in late May, they say 
they still oppose attempts by Wheel- 
ing to annex land around the Chevy 
Chase Golf Course, 1000 N. Milwaukee 
Ave. Buffalo Grove also hopes to an- 
nex that property. 


By a 3-to-2 vote, trustees said they

granting teachers an 8 per cent merit 
pay raise for 1977-78 lias been reached 
in Prospect Heights Dist. 23. 


The tentative pact also outlines 


guidelines for a revised teacher sala- 
ry plan that in 1978-79 would combine 
provisions for merit pay with a stan- 
dard salary schedule. 


The district's teachers and board of 


education will not vote on the contract 
until early September, but spokesmen 
for both sides said they are confident 
the contract will be ratified. Bargain- 
ing talks began in April and ended 


Friday. 


THE AGREEMENT RAISES start- 


ing teacher salaries to $10,000, $500 
more than beginning teachers re- 
ceived in 1976-77. Beginning teachers 
with master's degrees will start at 
$10,700. 


The settlement is comparable to re- 


cent contract agreements in neighbor- 
ing districts. Beginning teachers in 
Arlington Heights Dist 25 will start in 
September at $9,950 and teachers in 
Schaumburg Township Dist. 54 will 
start at $10,325. 


The Dist. 23 contract also provides 


an 8 per cent merit pay increase for 
the district's 81 teachers who were 
evaluated this year. The board has of- 
fered $80,000 to be divided among the 
teachers. 


Procedures for instituting a revised 


teacher salary plan, which combines 
provisions for merit pay with a stan- 
dard salary schedule, must be ratified 
as part of the contract settlement. 


Dist. 23 is the only Northwest subur- 


ban school district that has its teach- 
ers strictly on a merit pay system. 
Teacher union demands to change this 
system last year stalled contract 
talks.
